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The  Principal’s  Report 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queen’s  University  at  Kingston 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  , 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  for  the  year  1  July  1952  tq 
30  June  1953. 

During  the  year  the  University  suffered  very  great  losses  in  the 
death  of  two  active  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  both  of  whom 
had  been  for  a  time  members  of  the  teaching  staff. 

W.  C.  Clark,  M.A.  (1910),  LL.D  (1935),  lecturer  and  pro¬ 
fessor  of  economics,  director  of  courses  in  commerce  and  adminis^ 
tration  1915-23  and  again  in  1931-32,  Trustee  of  the  University 
1934-52,  had  a  notable  public  career  as  Deputy  Minister  of  Finance 
from  1932  to  1952.  He  died  on  27  December  1952.  From  the 
time  he  entered  the  University  as  a  freshman  in  1906,  Clifford 
Clark  was  an  ardent  and  resourceful  worker  for  the  University.  He 
will  be  remembered  by  his  contemporaries  as  a  brilliant  student  of 
many  friendships,  by  students  as  a  stimulating  and  vigorous  teacher 
and  by  all  members  of  the  University  as  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
of  its  graduates,  singularly  loyal  and  devoted  in  his  service  to  the  UnL 
versity. 

W.  A.  Newman,  B.Sc.  (1911),  D.Sc.  (1952),  who  died  6  March 
1953,  entered  the  University  in  1907.  He  was  lecturer  in  mathe¬ 
matics  in  1913-14  and  assistant  professor  of  mechanical  engineering 
in  1915-16.  He  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  a  representative, 
of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  from  1947  to  1953.  He  had  a 
brilliant  professional  career  with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and 
during  the  war  as  President  of  Federal  Aircraft  Limited  and  as  Air¬ 
craft  Controller.  Keenly  interested  in  the  University,  he  was  al¬ 
ways  ready  as  Trustee  and  member  of  the  Executive  to  give  careful 
and  systematic  attention  to  its  problems.  The  University  has  had  no 
more  faithful  servant. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  16  May  1953,  Mr 
J.  M.  Macdonnell  was  re-elected  Chairman  and  Mr  E.  C.  Gill 
Vice-Chairman. 

The  Honourable  A.  C.  Hardy,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the 
Board  and  a  generous  benefactor  of  the  University,  resigned  from 
the  Board.  His  resignation  was  accepted  with  great  regret.  The  A. 
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C.  Hardy  Chair  in  Political  Science  is  one  among  many  evidences  of 
his  interest  and  generosity.  Mr  A.  G.  MacLachlan,  who  repre¬ 
sented  the  University  Council  on  the  Board,  declined  re-election  to  the 
Council  because  of  the  pressure  of  other  duties  and  so  was  not 
eligible  for  re-election  to  the  Board.  Mr  MacLachlan  had  served 
on  the  Board  for  a  number  of  years  and  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Executive.  His  decision  to  retire  was  accepted  most  regretfully. 
Mr  J.  C.  Macfarlane,  who  has  been  for  many  years  a  member  of 
the  Executive,  resigned  from  it  on  the  ground  of  health  but,  for-« 
tunately  for  the  University,  he  continues  as  a  Trustee. 

But  if  there  have  been  losses,  there  have  also  been  accessions  of 
strength.  In  October  1952,  Mr  W.  N.  McLeod,  B.A.  (1912), 
President  of  Moore  Corporation,  was  appointed  by  the  Board  to 
complete  the  term  of  the  late  R.  M.  Smith.  In  May  1953,  he  was  re¬ 
appointed  for  a  full  four-year  term.  Mr  R.  L.  Dunsmore,  B.Sc. 
(1915),  of  Montreal,  was  appointed  to  the  Board  as  a  representative 
of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  for  a  three-year  term.  The  Uni¬ 
versity  Council  elected  Mr  N.  F.  Tisdale,  B.Sc.  (1919),  LL.D. 
(1953),  of  Pittsburgh,  as  one  of  its  representatives  on  the  Board. 

Messrs  Donald  Gordon  and  D.  1.  McLeod  were  re-appointed  by 
the  board  to  serve  till  1957.  Dr  J.  O.  Baker  and  Mrs  H.  B.  Camp¬ 
bell  were  re-elected  by  the  graduates  for  three-year  terms.  Messrs 

D.  A.  Gillies  and  T.  A.  McGinnis  were  re-elected  by  the  bene¬ 
factors  for  three-  and  four-year  terms  respectively.  Dr  J.  E. 
McAskill  was  re-elected  to  represent  the  Council  until  1956.  Rev. 
Dr  G.  A.  Brown  was  re-appointed  as  the  representative  of  the> 
Queen's  Theological  College. 

Mr  J.  B.  Stirling  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  and  Mr  J.  Blyth  Taylor,  M.A.  (1926),  of  New  York  City, 
was  added  to  the  Investment  Committee. 

The  Staff 

Dr  George  Herbert  Clarke,  LL.D.  (1943),  Emeritus  Professor 
of  English,  who  retired  from  the  chair  of  English  in  1944,  died  on 
27  March  1953.  Professor  Clarke  lived  in  Kingston  after  his  re¬ 
tirement  and  continued  to  edit  the  Queen  r  Quarterly  up  to  the  time 
of  his  death.  To  that  publication  he  had  for  many  years  devoted  the 
greater  part  of  his  effort.  It  owes  much  to  the  care  which  he  lavished 
on  it  and  to  his  concern  for  its  quality.  Though  retired  from  his 
teaching  work  he  enjoyed  greatly  the  companionship  of  the  Faculty' 
Club.  There  and  elsewhere  in  the  University  he  will  be  greatly 
missed. 
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Dr  J.  E.  Plunkett,  (1930),  Assistant  Professor  of 

Medicine  at  the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital,  died  suddenly  on  11  January 
1953.  The  ranking  specialist  in  Ottawa  in  internal  medicine,  Dr 
Plunkett  was  a  much-loved  physician  and  colleague,  who  gave  de¬ 
voted  service  to  his  patients  and  to  his  fellow  practitioners.  He  was 
Registrar  for  the  University  at  the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital  and  was 
a  powerful  influence  in  making  successful  the  clinical  work  of  the 
final  year  in  Medicine  at  that  Hospital.  His  death  has  been  a  great, 
loss  to  the  University  and  to  his  profession. 

At  the  end  of  the  session  1952-3,  Dr  Bruce  Rose  retired  from 
his  position  as  Professor  of  Geology.  He  had  of  recent  years  light¬ 
ened  his  load  and  had  undertaken  only  part-time  teaching.  He  has 
now  retired  fully  from  the  staff  but  is  continuing  to  complete  some 
writing  in  geology.  A  conscientious  and  effective  teacher.  Dr  Rose 
will  be  long  remembered  by  all  students  in  geology.  His  colleagues 
wish  him  a  well-filled  leisure  in  his  retirement. 

Most  of  the  appointments  made  during  the  past  year  have  been 
in  the  junior  or  intermediate  ranks  where  a  certain  circulation  of 
staff  is  both  inevitable  and  desirable.  Three  appointments,  however, 
merit  fuller  note. 

With  the  assistance  of  a  grant  from  the  Canadian  Life  Insurance 
Officers  Association,  the  Department  of  Pathology  has  been  en¬ 
larged  by  the  appointment  of  Dr  S.  A.  Bencosme,  M.D.  (Montreal), 
M.Sc.,  Ph.D  (McGill),  as  Associate  Professor.  This  appointment, 
will  strengthen  both  the  teaching  and  research  work  of  the  depart¬ 
ment. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  development  of  geography  by 
the  appointment  of  Donald  Q.  Tnnis,  B.A.  (Toronto),  as  Lecturer  in 
Geography  for  the  coming  session. 

An  appointment  has  been  made  to  the  Chown  Science  Research 
Chair.  Dr  J.  K.  N.  Jones,  formerly  Reader  in  Organic  Chemistry 
at  the  University  of  Bristol,  has  been  appointed  and  will  take  up  his1 
duties  of  research  and  graduate  instruction  at  the  end  of  September. 
Dr  Jones  is  a  scientist  of  established  reputation  who  is  warmly  wel¬ 
comed  to  the  University. 

I  am  happy  to  report  cordial  and  mutually  helpful  relations  be¬ 
tween  administration  officers  and  members  of  the  academic  staff. 
The  work  of  the  Faculty  Association,  of  which  Professor  W.  E.  C. 
Harrison  is  Chairman,  in  connection  with  pensions,  medical  in¬ 
surance  and  other  matters  has  been  very  useful  to  its  members  and 
helpful  to  the  University  in  formulating  sound  staff  relations.

Honours,  Fellowships  and  Awards 

Records  of  the  honours  and  recognitions  which  have  come  to 
the  academic  staff  and  of  the  major  fellowship  and  scholarship  awards 
to  graduate  and  undergraduate  students  are  appended  to  this  report. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  these  evidences  of  scholarly  achievement. 

Convocations  and  Special  Functions 

The  Autumn  Convocation  was  held  on  25  October  1952.  The 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  was  conferred  on  Rev.  Dr 
H.  P.  Van  Dusen,  President  of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  New 
York,  and  the  Chancellor’s  Lecturer  to  the  Queen’s  Theological 
Alumni  Conference.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred 
on  Dr  J.  A.  Gray  who  on  his  retirement  in  session  1951-2  completed 
a  distinguished  period  of  service  as  Chown  Science  Research  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Physics.  To  mark  the  opening  of  Adelaide  Hall  and  the 
new  dining  facilities  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  and  the  notable  place  of  women 
in  higher  education,  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  on 
Miss  Elizabeth  P.  MacCallum,  M.A.  (1919),  of  the  Department 
of  External  Affairs,  Ottawa;  Miss  Mary  McCallum,  B.A.  (1916), 
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M.A.  (1929),  Head  of  the  Department  of  English,  Smiths  Falls 
Collegiate  Institute;  Dr  Muriel  V.  Roscoe,  Professor  of  Botany 
and  Warden  of  Royal  Victoria  College,  McGill  University;  and  Miss 
Dora  H.  Stock,  M.A.  (1915),  Head  of  the  Department  of  Modern 
Languages,  North  Toronto  Collegiate  Institute.  The  Convocation 
was  addressed  by  Dr  Van  Dusen  and  Miss  Stock. 

On  16  May  1953  two  Convocations  were  held.  In  the  morn¬ 
ing  157  graduates  in  Applied  Science  were  admitted  to  their  degrees 
and  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  on  Dr 
R.  K.  Stratford,  Director  of  Research,  Imperial  Oil  Limited,  and 
Chairman  of  the  Research  Council  of  Ontario,  and  on  Mr  N.  F. 
Tisdale,  B.Sc.  (1919),  Molybdenum  Corporation  of  America  and 
retiring  Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Council  for  Engineering.  Ad¬ 
dresses  were  given  by  Dr  Stratford  and  Mr  Tisdale.  In  the  after¬ 
noon,  327  degrees  were  awarded  to  students  in  Theology,  Arts,, 
Commerce,  and  Physical  and  Health  Education.  Recipients  of  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  were  Major  the  Rev.  J.  F. 
Goforth,  Assistant  Director  (Moral  and  Religious  Training),  Royal 
Canadian  Army  Chaplain  Corps  (Protestant),  and  Rev.  N.  D.  Pat¬ 
terson,  B.A.  (1920),  B.D.  (1921),  Minister  of  Wellington  Street 
United  Church,  Brantford.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws,  honoris ' 
causa,  was  conferred  on  Mr  C.  F.  Cannon,  B.A.  (1929),  Deputy 
Minister  of  Education  for  Ontario;  Major  General  R.  B.  Gibson, 
Commissioner  of  Penitentiaries  for  Canada;  Dr  H.  R.  Kingston, 
M.A.  (1908),  retiring  Principal  of  University  College,  University  of 
Western  Ontario;  and  Mr  Hume  Wrong,  Canadian  Ambassador  to 
the  United  States.  The  Convocation  was  addressed  by  Mr  Wrong 
on  behalf  of  all  the  honorary  graduates. 

The  Convocation  for  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  the  School 
of  Nursing  was  held  on  6  June  1953.  Sixty  degrees  were  awarded  to 
students  in  Medicine  and  ten  to  students  in  Nursing.  The  graduating 
class  was  addressed  by  Dr  G.  C.  Brink,  Director  of  the  Division  of 
Tuberculosis  Prevention,  Department  of  Health,  Toronto,  who  re¬ 
ceived  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

On  Friday,  24  October  1952,  the  additions  to  Ban  Righ  Hall, 
namely  Adelaide  Hall  and  the  dining  room  and  kitchens,  were 
formally  opened  by  Mrs  R.  S.  McLaughlin,  in  whose  honour  the 
Adelaide  wing  is  named.  The  Principal  spoke  briefly  of  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  women’s  residences  at  Queen’s,  of  the  great  importance  of 
the  additions,  and  of  the  generosity  of  Colonel  and  Mrs  McLaughlin 
and  the  hundreds  of  others  who  had  made  this  event  possible.  Both 
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Mrs  McLaughlin  and  Colonel  McLaughlin  addressed  the  gath¬ 
ering.  In  the  evening  a  dinner  was  given  by  the  Ban  Righ  Hall  Board 
in  honour  of  Mrs  McLaughlin  who  spoke  with  feeling  and  eloquence 
of  what  she  hoped  from  the  enlarged  residence. 

On  6-8  November,  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  at  the  instiga¬ 
tion  of  the  Advisory  Council  for  Engineering  held  an  open  house 
to  enable  engineers  in  industry  to  inspect  the  engineering  facilities  of 
the  University  and  see  the  work  of  the  Faculty  in  progress.  This 
was  an  innovation  but  proved  a  great  success,  being  attended  by 
about  eighty  engineers  and  businessmen  from  outside  of  Kingston 
who  were  appreciative  of  the  opportunity  given  them  and  the  hos¬ 
pitality  afforded. 

Special  Lectures  and  Other  Functions 

The  Chancellor  Dunning  Trust  Lectures  were  given  in  January 
1963  by  Dr  T.  V.  Smith,  Maxwell  Professor  oi  Citizenship  and 
Philosophy,  Syracuse  University,  under  the  general  title,  Man's 
Threefold  Will  to  Freedom.  His  lectures  drew  large  audiences  and 
his  spirited  informal  discussions  with  students  and  staff  aroused 
particular  interest.  The  lectures  have  been  published  for  the  Uni¬ 
versity  by  the  Ryerson  Press. 

The  Chancellor’s  Lectures  to  the  Queen's  Theological  Alumni 
Conference  in  October  1952  were  given  by  Rev.  Dr  H.  P.  Van 
Dusen,  President  of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  New  York.  Thet 
lectures,  entitled  Spirit,  Son  and  Father:  Re-Examination  of  Christian 
Faith  in  the  Light  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  contributed  greatly  to  the  in¬ 
terest  of  a  highly  successful  conference. 

The  customary  series  of  public  lectures  in  the  winter  term  was 
devoted  to  Leonardo  da  Vinci.  Professor  Peter  Brieger  of  the 
Department  of  Art  and  Archaeology,  University  of  Toronto,  spoke  on 
‘Leonardo  da  Vinci,  his  Time  and  Tradition’.  Dean  R.  O.  Earl  gave 
a  lecturer  on  ‘Leonardo,  the  Scientfic  Mind  of  the  Renaissance’. 
Professor  Andre  Bieler  spoke  on  ‘Leonardo,  a  Modern  Painter 
Looks  at  his  Work’.  The  whole  series  was  enthusiastically  received. 

A  Remembrance  Day  Service,  at  which  the  Principal  spoke,  was; 
held  on  1 1  November. 

The  baccalaureate  sermon  was  preached  on  8  March  1953  by  Rev. 
Dr  Ian  Burnett  of  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Ottawa. 

The  Advisory  Council  on  Engineering 

In  accordance  with  its  constitution,  some  of  the  original  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Advisory  Council  have  retired  and  been  replaced  by  new 
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members.  Its  activities  continue  to  be  marked  by  vigour  and  in¬ 
genuity  and  by  great  willingness  to  serve  the  University.  Mr  Norman 
i  isdale,  the  nrst  Chairman  ol  the  Council,  who  has  given  enlightened 
and  energetic  leadership  to  the  Council,  retired  at  the  end  ol  a  very 
fruitlul  term  of  office.  Mr  D.  O.  Notman,  M.Sc.  (1922),  Manager 
of  the  Electrochemicals  Division,  E.  1.  du  Pont  de  Nemours,  Wil¬ 
mington,  Delaware,  has  been  elected  Chairman  in  his  place. 

The  Future  of  the  University 

The  University  has  met  successfully  its  immediate  postwar 
problems.  There  are  now  almost  no  ex-service  students  leit.  The 
nnancial  problems  occasioned  by  the  great  rise  of  costs  have  not 
been  completely  solved  but  with  the  aid  of  increased  government 
grants,  a  larger  endowment  and  the  very  important  annual  giving 
of  graduates,  they  have  been  dealt  with  and  step  by  step  our  needs 
are  being  met  without  incurring  deficits.  We  shall  not  solve  all  our 
problems  nor  meet  all  our  needs  without  a  great  deal  of  effort  but 
we  can  see  that  they  can  be  met  and  that  the  problems  are  soluble. 

In  common  with  the  experience  of  other  universities,  our  regis¬ 
tration  of  full-time  regular-session  students  declined  for  a  number 
of  years,  it  was  3163  in  1947-8.  By  1951-2  it  had  fallen  to  2119. 
Last  year  it  rose  to  2205  despite  a  decline  in  the  number  of  high 
school  graduates  and  a  decline  in  the  registrations  of  most  other 
institutions.  It  is  reasonably  clear  that  the  multiplication  of  local  in¬ 
stitutions  is  not  likely  to  curtail  our  numbers  seriously  so  long  as  we 
maintain  the  effectiveness  of  our  work. 

For  the  next  few  years,  the  numbers  graduating  from  high 
schools  will  not  increase  rapidly,  though  probably  more  of  them  will 
wish  and  be  able  to  attend  university.  By  about  1960,  however,  the 
numbers  will  be  rising  very  quickly.  At  present  university  num¬ 
bers  are  conditioned  by  depression  birth  rates  and  postwar  incomes 
and  employment  opportunities.  After  1960,  they  will  be  conditioned 
by  postwar  birth  rates  plus  immigration  as  well  as  by  the  level  of 
incomes  and  employment  at  that  time.  Under  these  circumstances, 
the  numbers  then  applying  for  entrance  to  university  may  well  be 
sixty  per  cent  or  more  above  the  present  numbers.  Between  now  and 
then,  the  University  must  chart  its  course. 

There  are  obvious  advantages  apparent  to  all  in  avoiding  large 
and  unwieldly  numbers  and  in  maintaining  intimacy  of  contact  among 
staff  and  students  and  between  them,  in  dealing  with  persons  not 
types.  We  are  not  likely,  in  our  situation  in  a  city  of  medium  size, 
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with  ninety  per  cent  of  our  students  living  away  from  home,  to  be 
confronted  with  the  numbers  who  will  be  at  the  doors  of  the  metro¬ 
politan  universities.  Nevertheless  we  shall  have  to  decide  what  our 
optimum  size  should  be. 

But  if  the  disadvantages  of  great  size  are  obvious,  there  are 
also  limitations  in  smallness.  The  paramount  consideration  is  that 
the  University,  in  all  that  it  undertakes,  must  be  first-rate.  There  are 
many  things  which  we  ought  not  to  undertake  but  in  providing  for 
liberal  education  and  cultivating  our  specialties,  we  must  maintain 
a  group  of  scholars  sufficiently  large  to  provide  a  first-rate  intel¬ 
lectual  environment  for  first-rate  people.  Our  student  body  must, 
be  appropriate  to  such  a  group.  It  is  possible  to  be  cozy  but  second- 
rate. 

There  is  no  immediate  decision  necessary  on  the  best  size  of  our 
student  body.  It  will  turn  out  to  be  the  sum  of  the  optimum  numbers 
in  the  several  faculties  and  schools.  Already  the  Faculty  of  Medi¬ 
cine  is  strictly  limited.  It  will  be  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  ac¬ 
commodate  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  a  freshman  year 
larger  than  that  in  1952-3.  In  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  the  number  of 
entrants  is  fairly  stable  and  there  is  no  necessity  for  limitation  for 
some  time  to  come. 

Probably  we  shall  find  our  best  size  somewhere  between  this 
year’s  registration  of  2,200  and  3,000  students.  Beyond  that  range 
we  would  encounter  the  need  to  duplicate  expensive  buildings  and 
other  facilities. 

If  over  the  next  few  years  our  decision  is,  as  I  think  it  should  be, 
to  avoid  great  size,  we  must  accept  the  certainty  that  the  cost  per 
student  will  be  relatively  high,  if  standards  are  maintained.  There 
will  be  repeated  need  for  expenditures  to  improve  the  variety  and 
quality  of  the  University’s  work  and  to  furnish  the  amenities  which 
are  appropriate  to  a  compact  institution  with  a  closely  integrated 
student  body.  Further,  we  must  work  to  combine  the  ideal  of  a, 
selective  university  with  one  of  a  university  open  to  the  student  of 
small  financial  resources. 

To  maintain  and  improve  the  quality  of  university  work  in  the 
recent  period  of  rapidly  rising  prices  and  the  lure  of  higher  incomes 
in  industry,  the  professions  and  the  government  services  has  been  a 
strenuous  battle.  A  powerful  aid  in  helping  to  do  this  has  been  the> 
availability  of  the  income  from  the  R.  Samuel  McLaughlin  Trust 
Fund  for  the  furtherance  of  research  and  graduate  work.  This 
source  offers,  of  course,  no  relief  to  our  budget  for  it  is  to  finance 
the  carrying  on  of  additional  work.  Its  importance  is  that  it  is  mak- 
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ing  the  University  a  more  attractive  place  for  scholars.  Though  the 
funds  were  available  first  in  the  past  year,  the  effect  of  their  use  is 
already  apparent. 

It  has  made  possible  more  graduate  students.  In  1952-3  there 
were  in  the  University  127  students  engaged  on  graduate  studies 
of  whom  29  were  candidates  for  a  doctor’s  degree.  The  number  is 
increasing  but  it  ought  not  to  increase  rapidly. 

The  knowledge  that  support  and  facilities  can  be  made  available, 
and  that  others  are  making  use  of  such  assistance,  has  already  been 
a  vigorous  stimulus  to  research  and  scholarly  work.  In  nearly  all 
departments  there  has  been  a  quickening  of  interest  and  an  increase 
in  performance.  Year  by  year  the  space,  facilities,  and  aptitude  for 
scholarly  work  are  improving. 

It  is  not  to  be  desired  that  research  and  graduate  work  should 
ever  be  the  predominant  feature  of  this  University.  The  core  of  the 
University  must  continue  to  be  undergraduate  teaching.  Such 
teaching  can  be  strong  and  vital, «  however,  only  if  a  good  proportion 
or  the  instructors  are  in  some  degree  engaged  on  the  frontiers  of 
tfieir  subjects.  This  is  particularly  true  ot  teaching  in  advanced 
Classes,  and  with  the  growth  of  an  increasing  number  of  local  degree- 
granting  institutions  and  any  restriction  of  our  own  numbers,  more  of 
our  teacmng  is  bound  to  be  more  advanced  in  character. 

in  conformity  with  the  pattern  of  the  University  as  a  compact  in¬ 
stitution  made  up  to  a  high  degree  of  students  living  away  from 
home  and  deriving  from  the  University  much  more  than  what  is 
offered  in  lecture-room,  laboratory  and  library,  a  need  which  must 
engage  our  attention  for  years  to  come  is  the  provision  of  univer¬ 
sity  residences  for  men.  The  present  provision  for  women  is  rea¬ 
sonably  adequate  and  can  be  extended  as  additional  annexes  be¬ 
come  available. 

Lodging-house  accommodation  for  men  is  not  expanding  with  the 
growth  of  the  city;  it  is  gradually  shrinking  and  some  of  it  is  de¬ 
teriorating.  Effective  as  the  Students’  Union  is,  much  opportunity 
for  mutual  education  is  lost  because  of  the  lack  of  residence  life  dur¬ 
ing  at  least  part  of  a  student’s  course.  There  are  very  few  universities 
in  Canada  in  a  position  to  use  residential  life  as  fruitfully  as  here 
where  ninety  per  cent  of  our  students  live  away  from  home. 

There  is  already  some  substantial  financial  provision  for  residences 
and  I  am  confident  more  can  be  acquired.  A  committee  has 
been  appointed  by  the  Trustees  to  consider  plans  and  a  working  com¬ 
mittee  is  assembling  information.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  work  to 
be  done  before  sound  decisions  can  be  reached.  What  should  be 
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added  to  the  University  is  not  mere  dormitory  accommodation  but 
facilities  which,  even  though  with  a  touch  of  austerity,  will  add  to 
the  education  and  experience  of  each  student. 

Student  Life  and  Activities 

1  am  gratified  to  report  that  the  students  have  conducted  them¬ 
selves  and  their  affairs  competently  and  responsibly.  In  a  number  of 
instances  they  have  made  substantial  improvements  in  the  conduct 
of  student  functions. 

As  I  mentioned  last  year,  there  is  need  to  develop  quicker  and 
closer  contact  with  students  in  their  first  year  and  at  the  beginning 
of  our  crowded  sessions  and  to  make  advice  available  to  them. 
Fruitful  steps  in  this  direction  have  been  taken  in  all  faculties. 

There  is  also  need  to  encourage  among  students  intellectual  and 
artistic  interests  in  their  social  life  and  apart  from  the  laboratory  and 
classroom.  The  residences  and  the  Union  can  be  made  to  play  a 
steadily  growing  part  in  this. 

The  succeeding  Presidents  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society,  Mr.  H  C. 
Cameron  for  1952-3  and  Miss  Gail  Ward  for  1953-4,  have  been 
most  competent  and  helpful  and  I  am  grateful  to  them. 


There  are  many  things  in  university  administration  which  are  irk¬ 
some,  and  many  which  consume  time  and  yield  little  fruit.  They 
are  all  made  tolerable  and  many  enjoyable  and  productive  by  the 
willing  and  friendly  help  of  everyone  from  the  Chancellor  to  the 
youngest  freshman  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  University.

The  decline  in  the  number  of  students  in  the  Faculty  has  come  to 
an  end.  First  registrations  for  the  last  two  sessions  are  equal  and 
total  numbers  of  students,  including  those  in  combined  programmes, 
are  also  equal.  As  was  stated  last  year,  a  steady  increase  with  accel¬ 
eration  may  be  expected,  and  the  choice  of  selection  for  quality  or 
making  provision  for  quantity  must  soon  be  made. 

As  a  result  of  the  inquiry  into  the  Pass  Course  the  Faculty  has 
changed  the  name  to  ‘General  Course’  since  this  designation  is 
more  appropriate.  It  has  also  made  possible  a  concentration  of 
courses  into  five  and  four  in  two  fields  instead  of  the  former  three 
courses  in  each  of  three  fields,  although  it  is  supposed  that  the 
latter  distribution  will  remain  the  more  popular. 

Graduates  in  the  three-year  General  Course  who  have  taken  as 
many  as  five  courses  in  one  field  and  four  in  another  should  make- 
competent  teachers  in  secondary  schools  if  they  are  qualified  pro¬ 
fessionally.  They  would  thus  be  able  to  begin  teaching  with  fair  aca¬ 
demic  standing  one  year  earlier  than  if  they  took  an  Honours  degree 
first,  and  they  might  complete  Honours  standing  later  if  desired. 
This  provision  should  be  useful  for  those  who  wish  to  teach  and  it 
should  help  to  alleviate  the  increasingly  acute  shortage  of  teachers 
which  is  now  most  serious  in  science. 

Following  the  abolition  of  compulsory  attendance  at  lectures,  dili¬ 
gence  has  decreased  and  the  Faculty  is  engaged  with  the  problem 
of  promoting  steady  application  to  work.  Only  a  small  proportion 
of  the  students  is  affected  but  the  demands  of  learning  should  be 
put  into  a  better  balance  with  the  pressure  of  extra-curricular  acti¬ 
vities. 

More  than  one-third  of  the  first  year  failed  in  a  test  in  English 
following  registration  and  a  special  course  called  English  A  was  set 
up  for  them.  Nearly  one-half  of  these  passed  a  test  in  December  and 
were  released  from  the  course.  All  but  seven  per  cent  of  the  original, 
class  in  English  A  had  passed  by  the  end  of  the  session.  The  De¬ 
partment  of  English  reports  that  these  students  have  evidently  been 
taught  good  English  usage  but  were  careless.  It  is  hoped  that  with 
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continuation  of  English  A  and  insistence  in  all  courses  on  good 
usage,  great  improvement  will  be  achieved. 

A  further  result  of  the  inquiry  was  to  set  up  a  procedure  of  coun¬ 
selling  for  freshmen.  On  arrival  in  September  they  were  introduced 
to  academic  life,  given  a  short  course  on  the  use  of  the  library  and 
assigned,  in  groups  of  six  to  eight,  to  members  of  staff  who  had 
volunteered  to  act  as  advisers.  The  effects  of  this  procedure  are  not 
visible  as  yet,  but  it  is  certainly  wise,  in  the  presence  of  many  dis¬ 
tractions,  to  lead  the  horse  to  the  water  of  life.  Efforts  were  made 
also  to  start  class  work  briskly,  with  assignments  of  study  made  the 
first  day. 

The  growing  practice  of  holding  seminars  and  tutorial  groups  is 
undoubtedly  commendable  but  it  involves  difficulties  in  finding  good 
tutors.  Attention  is  being  given  to  providing  some  training  and  super¬ 
vision  of  senior  and  graduate  students  who  are  employed  in  this 
capacity.  In  addition  to  class  discussions  it  is  hoped  to  hold  next 
session  small  informal  conferences  which  would  be  beyond  the 
range  of  individual  courses  and  would  be  led  by  members  of  staff. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  depart  from  custom  and  mention  by  name  the 
Presidents  of  the  Levana  Society  and  of  the  Arts  Society.  Miss  Joan 
Hanson  and  Mr  Ian  Stewart  were  wise  choices  by  their  respective 
societies.  Along  with  their  associates  they  have  exerted  a  most  effec¬ 
tive  and  wholesome  influence  in  student  affairs  and  in  relations 
with  staff  and  administration.

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Research

departments;  second,  work  done  by  the  staff  and  financed  by  the 
grants  of  the  Science  Research  Committee  of  the  University;  and 
third,  research  projects  conducted  by  members  of  staff  and  carried 
out  by  grants  irom  outside  the  University.

Studies  are  being  conducted  under  outside  grants  in  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  Metallurgy,  Geological  Sciences  and  in  Mechanical  Engin¬ 
eering.  it  is  hoped  that  work  of  this  character  may  shortly  be 
carried  on  in  other  departments  as  aid  becomes  available. 

The  Advisory  Council 

The  third  annual  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Council  was  held  at 
the  University  on  13  and  14  March  1953.  The  attendance  was  good 
and  the  interest  seemed  to  be  even  livelier  than  in  the  previous  meet¬ 
ings.  The  discussion,  as  it  affects  recommendations,  will  be  reported 
to  the  University  Council  of  which  this  body  is  a  sub-committee. 
N.  F.  Tisdale,  who  is  the  author  of  the  scheme  and  has  been  chair¬ 
man  for  the  past  three  years,  asked  to  be  allowed  to  retire  and  D.  O. 
Notman  will  take  on  this  post  for  the  ensuing  year  with  1.  F.  Kin- 
nard  as  vice-chairman.  Five  new  members  of  the  different  sub¬ 
committees  attended  this  meeting. 

As  a  result  of  the  studies  carried  out  by  the  Council,  our  general 
trend  of  arranging  classes  is  approved.  In  some  instances,  changes 
which  may  be  necessary  in  the  near  future,  have  been  indicated  and 
will  be  put  in  effect  as  soon  as  possible. 

It  is  fitting  that  we  should  express  our  appreciation  for  the  con¬ 
tribution  which  has  been  made  by  Mr  Tisdale  in  proposing  and 
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carrying  through  to  completion  the  formation  of  this  Advisory  Coun¬ 
cil.  It  has  been  and  will,  in  the  future,  be  of  inestimable  benefit  to 
us.  The  fruit  of  his  vision  and  untiring  labor  has  brought  the  plan 
to  its  present  efficient  state. 


Open  House 

Acting  upon  the  strongly  expressed  advice  of  the  council,  the 
University  held  an  open  house  for  industry  early  last  November. 
The  purpose  of  the  gathering  was  to  acquaint  industrial  and  engin¬ 
eering  people  with  the  personnel  and  plant  available  at  Queen’s  for 
carrying  on  not  only  undergraduate  instruction  but  for  research  and 
for  studies  on  a  commercial  scale.  About  a  hundred  guests  accepted; 
our  invitation.  The  opening  dinner  was  addressed  by  the  Honourable 
C.  D.  Howe,  who  most  generously  took  time  to  leave  his  duties  in 
Ottawa  to  promote  this  effort.  The  affair  lasted  from  Thursday  after¬ 
noon  till  Saturday  at  noon.  During  this  time,  our  guests  were  shown 
all  the  departments  and  there  was  ample  opportunity  for  everyone 
to  see  thoroughly  all  we  have  and  to  meet  the  staff  and  the  students. 
The  impression  left  on  us  was  that  our  visitors  really  enjoyed  com¬ 
ing  here  and  we  certainly  enjoyed  having  them.  The  students  who 
acted  as  guides  made  an  especially  fine  impression  on  the  visitors 
for  the  care  and  courtesy  with  which  they  looked  after  them. 

Gifts 

During  the  past  year  the  University  has  received  a  substantial 
number  of  gifts  of  equipment  and  apparatus,  most  of  which  seems 
to  have  been  influenced  by  the  Advisory  Council  or  its  activities.. 
Rock  drill  equipment  has  been  given  to  the  Mining  Department  by 
the  Kerr-Addison  Gold  Mines  Ltd  and  also  by  the  Canadian  Inger- 
soll  Rand.  Falconbridge  Nickel  Co.  has  given  to  the  department  of 
Geological  Sciences  the  sum  of  $5000  for  the  purchase  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  a  station  wagon.  This  vehicle  is  an  essential  for  Geophy¬ 
sical  work  and  for  the  transportation  of  men  and  equipment  for 
studies  in  the  field.  It  will  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  this  depart¬ 
ment.  The  same  department  has  received  from  Mr  Boeck  and  Mr 
Strathy  $2000  to  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  a  Frantz  Isodynamic 
Magnetic  Separator. 

The  Westinghouse  Electric  and  Manufacturing  Company  has  pre¬ 
sented  through  Dr  A.  M.  Montieth  an  F/M  transmitter  of  1  KW 
capacity  and,  from  Canadian  Westinghouse,  certain  auxiliary  equip¬ 
ment,  all  to  the  value  of  about  $7000. 
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The  Mechanical  Engineering  department  is  extending  its  equip¬ 
ment  through  the  continued  aid  of  Dr  R.  S.  McLaughlin.  The  Nylon 
Division  of  Canadian  Industries  Limited  presented  the  department 
with  one  hundred  pairs  of  safety  goggles  which  are  of  great  value 
in  developing  a  safety  program.  Trane  Limited  have  donated  a  dis¬ 
play  of  various  valves,  convectors  and  specialities  in  the  heating 
field. 

Student  Activities 

The  various  student  activities  such  as  the  Formal  and  the  Choral 

« 

Singing  before  Christmas  were  carried  out  with  the  customary  en¬ 
thusiasm  and  success.  The  Mining  and  Geological  Societies  again 
carried  out  their  freshman  night  where  the  life  and  work  of  men  in 
these  fields  was  discussed  with  the  freshmen  by  older  students  famil- 
iar  with  it.  Apparently  they  had  very  satisfactory  results  in  the  num¬ 
bers  of  those  who  decided  to  enter  these  fields.  In  order  to  find  out 
the  student  views  on  our  teaching  and  class  work,  a  meeting  was 
held  with  the  executives  of  the  first  two  years  and  the  staff.  From 
this  talk,  we  received  some  very  sound  and  constructive  suggestions 
which  we  hope  to  implement  with  benefit  for  our  work.  The  sugges¬ 
tion  of  having  some  Faculty  Counsellors  is  being  carefully  studied. 

I  wish  to  thank  very  warmly  the  student  executives  for  their  assis¬ 
tance  in  dealing  with  the  various  problems  which  we  have  met 
through  the  year  and  which,  with  their  help,  have  been  solved.  In 
particular,  I  mention  Mr  Glen  Crook  and  the  Engineering  Society 
Executive  for  the  past  year.  It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  work 
with  them  all. 


After  nearly  thirty  years’  service  as  Secretary  of  the  Faculty,  Pro¬ 
fessor  Arthur  Jackson  resigned  from  that  post  on  1  January  last. 
Fie  felt  that  the  strain  of  the  extra  duties  was  more  than  he  could 
carry  further.  Professor  Jackson’s  accurate  and  detailed  recording 
of  all  the  Faculty  business  and  its  related  activity  has  made  a  signi¬ 
ficant  contribution  to  our  progress  over  the  past  years.  We  have  been 
fortunate  in  persuading  Professor  J.  W.  Brooks  to  take  on  this  posi¬ 
tion,  an  appointment  which  was  confirmed  by  the  Trustees. 

In  concluding,  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their 
generous  cooperation  in  dealing  with  the  problems  which  have  con¬ 
fronted  us.

The  pressure  for  admission  into  Medicine  is  diminishing.  We  had, 
this  year,  no  more  than  four  Canadian  candidates  for  each  position, 
in  the  freshman  class.  Many  of  these  had  applied,  as  well,  to  other 
schools.  The  declining  interest  in  a  medical  education  has  occurred 
in  the  United  States  as  well  as  in  Canada.  The  American  schools 
were  able  to  accept  nearly  one  half  of  the  candidates  in  1952,  where¬ 
as  three  years  ago  they  could  admit  only  one  fourth.  The  change 
may  be  due  to  a  gradual  awareness  of  the  limited  accommodation, 
which  creates  the  impression  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  gain  admis¬ 
sion;  but  young  men  anxious  for  a  professional  education  are  also 
being  drawn  into  engineering.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  popular¬ 
ization  of  the  profession,  the  shorter  period  of  training,  the  assurance 
of  well-paid  employment,  and  the  great  expansion  of  the  engineer¬ 
ing  schools.  The  slow  increase  in  medical  training  facilities  in  Can¬ 
ada  and  the  United  States  has  been  just  sufficient  to  maintain  the 
ratio  of  population  to  physician  at  a  constant  for  the  past  twenty 
years.  During  the  same  period  the  proportion  of  the  population 
which  has  entered  engineering  in  the  United  States  has  increased 
sixfold,  and  there  has  been  a  recent  increase  in  Canada  which  is 
parallel,  if  not  equivalent. 


Changes  in  Staff 

We  lost  two  very  fine  teachers  and  investigators  in  the  basic  medi¬ 
cal  sciences  last  summer.  Dr  E.  J.  Masoro  returned  to  the  United 
States  for  further  training  in  physiology.  Dr  R.  A.  MacLeod  returned 
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to  British  Columbia  to  work  in  biochemistry  for  the  Fisheries'  Re¬ 
search  Board.  They  have  been  succeeded  by  Dr  J.  B.  Firstbrook 
and  Dr  R.  O.  Hurst.  Queen’s  was  also  fortunate  in  having  a  Markla 
Scholar,  Dr  J.  D.  Hatcher,  who  came  to  the  department  of  physiology 
in  July.  These  three  young  men  add  much  to  teaching  and  research. 

Early  in  January  Dr  Elmer  Plunkett  died  at  the  Ottawa  Civic 
Hospital,  where  he  had  been  our  Assistant  Professor  of  Medicine 
and  local  registrar  since  1948.  He  was  a  medical  scholar  and  teacher 
of  unusual  attainment,  a  constant  inspiration  to  both  colleagues  and 
students.  Dr  S.  Mirsky  was  appointed  acting  Assistant  Professor  in 
Medicine  to  complete  the  term,  and  Dr  J.  Greenblatt  assumed  the 
duties  of  local  registrar. 

Student  Activities 

The  meetings  of  the  Aesculapian  Society  have  been  conducted 
with  tact  and  efficiency  by  the  President,  Kenneth  G.  J.  Appleby. 
The  Society  was  addressed  during  the  winter  by  members  of  the  fa¬ 
culty  and  by  Dr  P.  E.  Moore,  Director  of  Indian  Health  Services,  by 
Dr  Campbell  Gardner,  Queen  Mary  Veterans’  Hospital,  by  Dr 
G.  Cronk  of  Belleville,  and  by  Dr  Wilder  Penfield  of  the  Mon¬ 
treal  Neurological  Institute.  Dr  Penfield  was  made  the  first  honor¬ 
ary  member,  and  given  the  first  Aesculapian  Key.  The  Society  owes 
much  to  the  mature  advice  of  Dr  Eldon  Boyd,  Permanent  Honorary 
Secretary-Treasurer. 

Teaching  of  Pediatrics 

The  Angada  Children’s  Hospital  was  formally  opened  on  29  April 
by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Ontario.  This  beautiful  building 
contains  the  finest  of  equipment  for  the  teaching  of  pediatrics.  Pro¬ 
fessor  R.  R.  MacGregor  and  his  staff  will  now  be  able  to  take  full 
advantage  of  the  grant  made  two  years  ago  by  the  Atkinson  Chari¬ 
table  Foundation. 

Library 

The  Trustees  have  agreed  that  the  main  floor  of  the  dwelling,  for¬ 
merly  known  as  the  Principal’s  Residence,  shall  be  used,  temporarily, 
as  a  Medical  Library.  Stacks  have  been  installed  to  accommodate; 
15,000  volumes.  Furniture  has  been  ordered  and  will  be  delivered 
in  time  to  fit  up  the  quarters  in  June.  There  will  be,  as  well  as  ex¬ 
cellent  reading  rooms  for  students,  a  special  room  for  members  of 
staff. 

Research 

The  staff  continues  to  attract,  considerable  sums  of  money  for  re¬ 
search;  the  receipts  during  the  fiscal  year  were  approximately

$175,000.  This  included  a  large  grant  from  the  J.  P.  Bickell  Founda¬ 
tion,  for  the  investigation  of  atherosclerosis,  and  a  generous  grant 
from  the  Atkinson  Charitable  Foundation,  to  aid  in  furnishing  labor¬ 
atories  for  experimental  surgery.  For  many  years  a  large  programme 
of  the  Defence  Research  Board  has  been  supervised  by  Dr  G.  B. 
Reed  in  the  department  of  bacteriology.  In  April,  this  work  was 
transferred  to  a  new  special  building  set  up  on  military  property. 
Dr  Reed  will  continue  to  teach  at  the  university,  but  will  spend  much 
of  his  time  at  this  new  installation.  Part  of  the  space  in  the  medical 
building  relinquished  by  the  Defence  Research  Board  will  be  occu- 
pied  for  research  purposes  by  the  departments  of  surgery  and  physio- 
logy. 

The  Need  of  Additional  Clinical  Teaching  Facilities 

For  several  years  the  university  has  been  urging  the  Governors 
of  the  Kingston  General  Hospital  to  increase  the  teaching  facilities 
by  building  the  long-planned  W.  T.  Connell  Wing.  This  would  in¬ 
clude  ward  beds  for  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics,  psychiatric 
beds,  operating-rooms,  delivery-rooms,  laboratories,  out-patient  de¬ 
partment,  class-rooms  and  a  student  common  room.  The  hospital 
has  received  provincial  aid  earmarked  for  increasing  the  teaching 
facilities;  the  university  has  received  capital  grants  which  it  is  pre¬ 
pared  to  put  into  the  building;  and  if,  as  seems  likely,  the  Federal- 
Provincial  bed  grants  are  made  during  the  early  summer,  building 
should  commence  promptly.  Everything  that  has  been  planned  is 
needed  badly,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  service  to  the  hospital 
community,  and  of  satisfactory  teaching. 

Medical  Centenary 

The  Medical  School  will  celebrate  its  Centenary  in  the  fall  of  1954. 
Committees  have  been  set  up  to  prepare  a  fitting  programme,  which 
will  occupy  a  good  part  of  a  week.  To  mark  the  occasion  as  a  time 
suitable  for  gratitude  and  future  planning,  the  faculty  have  obtained 
permission  from  the  Trustees  to  solicit  subscriptions  from  the  gradu¬ 
ates  and  their  friends.  A  campaign  is  being  planned,  to  commence  in 
the  fall  of  1953.  Funds  collected  will  be  used  to  increase  and  modern¬ 
ize  the  teaching  facilities  on  the  campus  and  at  the  General  Hospital. 
Outmoded  equipment  should  be  replaced  and  supplemented;  more 
laboratories,  consultation  rooms  and  a  museum  are  needed  in  build¬ 
ings  which  have  stood  for  fifty  to  one  hundred  years  and,  even  in: 
the  Richardson  Laboratory,  additional  space  is  needed.  Part  of  the 
subscription  will  be  used  to  help  install  lecture  rooms,  teaching  and 
research  laboratories  in  the  projected  W.  T.  Connell  wing  at  the 
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General  Hospital.  We  look  to  the  graduates  for  generous  support, 
and  hope  that  they  will  converge  on  the  University  at  the  time  of  our 
centennial  celebration. 

Cost  of  Medical  Education 

Medical  education  in  Canada  is  tied  more  closely  to  the  program¬ 
me  in  the  United  States  than  to  that  in  Britain.  This  is  inescapable, 
for  a  large  number  of  our  graduates  obtain  graduate  training  in  the 
United  States,  and  far  too  many  of  them  stay  there  to  practice.  It 
becomes  the  duty  of  the  University  to  prescribe  a  curriculum  which 
will  lead  to  an  acceptable  degree.  There  is  a  free  interchange  of  ideas 
between  the  two  countries  and,  at  the  border,  a  passing  back  and 
forth  of  practitioners  and  specialists  on  professional  errands.  Our 
teaching  hospitals  are  graded  by  official  representatives  of  organized 
medicine  in  the  United  States,  who  snap  the  whip  and  demand  that 
we  follow  their  procedures  and  incorporate  their  elaborate  and  ex¬ 
pensive  systems.  Our  medical  schools  have,  for  some  years,  been 
classified  by  the  American  Medical  Association  as  ‘approved’,  which 
results  in  our  graduates  being  welcomed  to  practice  in  the  United 
States,  but  we  have  recently  been  warned  that  to  maintain  the  ap¬ 
proval,  we  must  submit  to  inspection,  and  have  our  possible  faults 
corrected,  if  they  deviate  from  American  standards. 

In  the  main,  this  is  all  to  the  good,  for  medical  teaching  and  prac¬ 
tice  have  reached  a  very  high  level  in  the  United  States,  due  to  their 
insistence  on  standardization.  Indeed,  scathing  condemnation  of 
certain  Canadian  schools  several  decades  ago  resulted  in  houseclean¬ 
ing,  employment  of  a  sufficient  number  of  good  teachers  and  the 
installation  of  proper  equipment,  so  that  to-day  Canada  offers  a 
good  medical  education  in  any  of  its  schools. 

Queen’s  is  fortunate  in  that  the  tendency  to  Americanization  is 
tempered  by  the  presence  on  its  staff  of  teachers  of  British  birth  and 
training,  who  are  scholars  in  their  profession,  who  emphasize  the 
best  teaching  of  their  own  schools,  while  paying  tribute  to  the  good 
on  this  continent.  Indeed,  a  considerable  proportion  of  native  Cana¬ 
dians  on  our  staff  have  had  their  graduate  training  in  Britain,  and 
demonstrate  its  good  qualities  to  our  students.  The  spirit  of  Scotland 
breathes  softly  in  the  soul  of  our  medical  school! 

But  we  are  bound  to  compare  our  school  with  the  Americans'  and 
to  covet  many  of  their  material  advantages.  Comparison  shows  how 
poor  we  are.  There  are  eighty  medical  schools  in  the  USA.  Half  of 
these  have  fewer  students  than  attend  Queen’s.  (The  American 
schools  give  a  four-year  course;  on  a  comparable  basis,  one  fifth 
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only  of  their  schools  are  smaller  than  Queen’s.)  The  median  budget 
of  the  American  medical  school  for  teaching  alone  is  just  less  than, 
one  million  dollars.  The  budget  of  the  (financially)  poorest  American 
school  is  more  than  twice  that  at  Queen's.  The  median  annual  feei 
is  $623  in  the  American  schools,  providing  21  per  cent  of  the  cost  of 
education;  the  fee  at  Queen’s  is  $377,  estimated  to  meet  41  per  cent, 
of  the  cost  of  education.  It  is  obvious  that,  in  terms  of  what  money 
can  buy,  the  American  student,  even  with  his  higher  fee,  gets  a  much 
better  return  than  does  the  Queen’s  student. 

The  small  budget  of  our  medical  school  results  in  inadequate 
equipment,  low  salaries,  a  small  teaching  staff.  Yet  the  quality  of  our 
teachers  is  quite  the  equal  of  those  at  the  good  American  schools, 
and  probably  better  than  the  average.  A  measure  of  scholarship  and 
initiative  is  provided  by  the  ability  to  attract  funds  for  research.  In 
1952-3  outside  agencies  provided  the  American  schools  with  grants 
amounting  to  just  less  than  half  the  total  sum  of  their  teaching  bud^ 
gets;  in  the  same  year  Queen’s  received  seven  dollars  of  research 
money  for  each  eight  dollars  provided  for  teaching. 

Yet  with  all  their  large  incomes  the  American  schools  do  not  make, 
ends  meet.  Leaders  in  public  affairs,  business,  industry,  agriculture 
and  labour  have  set  up  the  National  Fund  for  Medical  Education, 
and  organized  medicine  has  undertaken  to  provide  assistance  through 
the  American  Medical  Education  Foundation.  These  two  agencies, 
have  set  an  objective  in  the  current  year  of  five  million  dollars  to  be 
distributed  to  the  medical  schools  to  aid  in  teaching.  No  comparable 
anxiety  is  visible  in  Canada  in  those  who  benefit  most  from  our  pro¬ 
gramme  of  medical  education. 

The  American  President’s  Commission  on  the  Health  Needs  of 
the  Nation  has  recently  recommended  federal  aid  to  medical  schools. 
‘We  must  face  the  fact’,  says  the  report,  ‘that  preparation  for  the, 
medical  profession  is  the  most  expensive  form  of  education.'  It  re¬ 
cords  alarm  at  the  progressively  severe  financial  situation  of  medical 
schools  expressed  in  deterioration  of  physical  plants,  inadequate 
provision  for  salaries,  and  inability  to  initiate  and  build  teaching 
programmes  in  the  new  fields  opening  up  in  medicine.  The  report 
recommends  that  federal  funds  be  made  available  to  assist  the  medi¬ 
cal  schools  to  overcome  these  handicaps.  The  Association  of  Ameri¬ 
can  Medical  Colleges  estimates  that  the  budgets  for  operating  costs, 
of  the  medical  schools  should  be  increased  by  25  per  cent.  This 
would  give  an  average  increase  of  $250,000  per  school,  which  is 
more  than  the  total  current  budget  of  Queen’s  medical  school! 
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When  the  American  schools  can  not  provide  a  satisfactory  service- 
on  the  large  incomes  they  enjoy,  what  hope  have  we  of  offering  our 
students  the  advantages  of  modern  trends  in  medical  education  with 
our  meagre  equipment,  low  salaries  and  small  staff?  Not  all  Cana¬ 
dian  schools  are  as  poor  as  we.  Most  of  the  teaching  departments  in 
the  newly  established  Medical  Faculty  at  the  University  of  British 
Columbia,  with  classes  approximately  as  large  as  our  own,  have 
lists  of  teachers  at  least  twice  the  size  of  our  own.  Too  long  we  have 
had  to  ‘make  do’.  Departmental  heads  ask  regularly  for  equipment 
and  assistance  which  are  found  as  regularly  in  the  American  schools. 
There  has  been,  recently,  too  rapid  a  movement  of  young,  highly 
trained  teachers  away  from  the  school,  because  better  salaries  or 
opportunities  tempt  them.  It  is  staggering  to  learn  that  the  Univer¬ 
sity  spent  in  1951-2  more  on  salaries  and  supplies  for  Administration, 
than  on  the  same  items  for  the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  Surely  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  running  a  University  should  not  be  more  costly  than  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  educating  its  students  in  the  faculty  which  provides  ‘the  most 
expensive  form  of  education? 

It  is  heartening  to  realize  that  the  Government  of  Ontario  has 
been  warned  of  the  plight  of  medical  education  in  this  province.  The 
recent  report  of  the  Ontario  Health  Survey  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Government  of  Ontario  increase  its  assistance  to  the  medi¬ 
cal  schools  by:  (a)  annual  maintenance  grants  based  on  the  number 
of  students  enrolled  who  are  residents  of  Ontario;  and  ( b )  additional 
grants  to  provide  essential  facilities.  We  have  recently  had  a  gener¬ 
ous  capital  grant  from  the  provincial  government.  This  will  be  ab¬ 
sorbed  into  the  clinical  developments  at  the  General  Hospital.  Mod¬ 
ernization  is  equally  pressing  on  the  campus,  and  an  increase  in  the 
annual  budgets  of  all  teaching  departments  is  sorely  needed.  Let 
Queen’s  and  the  other  universities  press  for  further  implementation 
of  the  Survey  Committee’s  recommendations,  so  that  we  may  have 
some  relief  from  our  handicaps.

The  Degree  Course 

The  numbers  taking  the  degree  course  have  continued  to  decline, 
the  freshman  registration  being  38  last  fall  as  compared  with  48 
the  previous  year.  It  is,  however,  hoped  that  natural  causes  combined 
with  efforts  to  make  the  course  better  understood  in  the  high  schools 
will  bring  a  reversal  of  the  present  trend  within  a  year  or  two. 

The  22  men  and  1  woman  making  up  the  first  class  to  graduate 
from  the  four-year  course  instituted  in  1949  appear  not  to  grudge 
the  fourth  year  at  college  but  rather  to  welcome  it  as  reducing  the 
tension  of  study  and  affording  an  opportunity  to  broaden  interests 
and  outlook.  In  face  of  the  fear  that  the  extra  year  might  discourage 
graduates  from  proceeding  to  a  professional  qualification,  it  is  grati¬ 
fying  to  note  that  more  than  a  third  of  the  class  are  planning  to  enter* 
the  professions  of  law  or  chartered  accountancy. 

Students  in  all  years  of  the  course  have  continued  to  make  a  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  Commerce  Club,  both  as  a  forum  and  as  an  exercise  in 
administration.  They  have  also  produced  two  issues  of  The  Com- 
merceman  which  bear  comparison  with  any  to  appear  since  that 
venture  was  launched  by  the  ‘veterans’  in  1946. 

The  placing  of  prospective  graduates  in  employment  has  again 
been  no  problem.  Members  of  the  graduating  class  have  indeed  been 
torn  between  competing  offers  for  their  services. 

The  Professional  Courses 

Finances 

While  the  anxieties  expressed  last  year  concerning  the  finances 
of  these  courses  continue  to  weigh,  some  amelioration  of  conditions 
has  resulted  from  two  circumstances.  One  of  these  is  an  unexpected 
increase  in  the  numbers  registered  in  the  Chartered  Accountants 
Course  of  Instruction  and  the  partial  adoption  of  the  instruction  ma-^ 
terial  of  that  course  by  Institutes  not  previously  using  it.  The  other 
is  the  conclusion  of  an  agreement  with  the  Society  of  Industrial  and 
Cost  Accountants  of  Ontario,  whereby  the  University  was  released, 
as  of  31  December  last,  from  its  undertaking  to  serve  as  one  of  the 
educational  agencies  of  the  Society. 

Ways  and  means  of  placing  the  finances  of  the  Courses  for  the 
Trust  Companies  Association  of  Ontario  on  a  firmer  basis  are  still 
under  study  with  the  help  of  a  strong  committee  recently  appointed 
by  the  Association  for  the  purpose. 
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Courses  for  Chartered  Accountants 

The  enrolment  figures  for  this  year  (expected  to  be  slightly  below 
those  for  1951-2)  have  in  the  event  far  exceeded  those  for  any  year 
since  the  inception  of  the  courses.  New  enrolments  are  532  and  total 
enrolments  1590  as  compared  with  428  and  1432  respectively  in  the 
previous  year. 

With  the  adoption  of  part  of  the  instruction  material  by  the  Mani¬ 
toba  and  Quebec  Institutes  during  the  year  the  Course  is  now  in  use 
in  every  province. 

The  comprehensive  revision  of  the  course  material  has  continued 
throughout  the  year  in  close  collaboration  with  the  profession.  The 
end  of  this  work  is  not  yet  in  sight  but  progress  has  been  made  in 
accordance  with  the  original  plan. 

Courses  in  Banking 

New  registrations  at  76  represent  a  15  per  cent  decline  from  last 
year  while  the  number  of  previously  registered  students  remained 
substantially  unchanged. 

At  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  University  for  Associates' 
and  Fellows’  diplomas  in  June  1952  and  January  1953,  1910  papers 
were  written.  One  hundred  and  fifty-three  candidates  qualified  as 
Associates  and  25  as  Fellows.  In  the  previous  year  the  comparable 
figures  were  131  and  33. 

Courses  for  the  Trust  Companies  Association  of  Ontario 

Registrations  at  184  are  20  per  cent  above  those  for  the  previous 
year  while  the  number  of  papers  written  in  the  examinations  rose 
from  97  to  104. 

General 

Registrations  in  the  professional  correspondence  courses  involve 
the  School  of  Commerce  in  the  receipt,  correction  and  return  of 
something  like  forty-five  thousand  exercises  in  the  course  of  a  year. 
The  instruction  material  has  to  be  continually  reviewed  and  revised, 
an  army  of  instructors  (most  of  whom  are  practising  members  of  the 
profession  in  question)  has  to  be  directed  and  a  running  correspon¬ 
dence  has  to  be  maintained  with  students,  employers,  instructors, 
and  the  professional  bodies  concerned.  In  spite  of  the  difficulties 
inherent  in  the  maintenance  of  a  clerical  staff  under  present  condi¬ 
tions  of  employment  and  the  physical  handicap  of  insufficient  build¬ 
ing  space,  Mr  Leonard,  the  Director  of  Professional  Courses,  has 
somehow  contrived  to  keep  the  huge  machine  operating  smoothly 
and  efficiently.  In  this  he  has  been  ably  assisted  by  Mrs  Bentley, 
Mrs  Keenan,  Mrs  Gorsline  and  Miss  Myrtle  King. 
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Evening  Courses 

An  evening  course  in  business  administration  was  given  to  a 
class  of  50  engineers  and  junior  executives  at  Belleville.  The  course 
followed  the  same  lines  as  the  one  given  locally  in  the  two  preceding 
sessions  and,  like  it,  will  probably  be  continued  next  year.  In  King¬ 
ston  a  short  evening  course  open  to  the  public  at  large  was  given 
on  ‘How  to  Invest  your  Money'.  Both  these  courses  were  offered 
through  the  Department  of  Extension. 

Department  of  Industrial  Relations 

Twenty  students  were  registered  in  the  professional  course  in 
industrial  relations  —  a  postgraduate  course  involving  study  of  the 
following  subjects:  personel  administration,  labour  legislation  and 
collective  bargaining,  labour  problems,  industrial  psychology,  social 
security  programmes.  Nineteen  of  these  students  had  done  their 
undergraduate  work  at  the  following  universities:  Western  (2);  Tor¬ 
onto  (2);  Bishop's  (1);  Queen's  (14).  The  other  student  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  an  industrial  concern. 

One  student,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  St  Andrews,  was 
given  advanced  instruction  in  industrial  relations. 

The  usual  lecture  courses  were  given  to  senior  students  in  the 
School  of  Commerce  (25  persons)  and  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  (137  persons).  Twelve  lectures  on  industrial  nursing  were 
given  to  senior  students  in  the  School  of  Nursing. 

The  demand  for  the  services  of  competent  graduates  from  the  pro¬ 
fessional  course  was  unusually  good,  and  the  Department  had  no 
difficulty  in  placing  eighty  per  cent  of  the  class  by  the  end  of  March. 

Newsletters  on  topics  of  current  interest  were  sent  out  to  our  cor¬ 
respondents  throughout  the  year;  many  individuals,  industrial  con¬ 
cerns  and  other  public  institutions  were  provided  with  information, 
about  labour  matters. 

The  C.  J.  Hicks  Fellowship  was  not  awarded  in  1952-3. 

Institute  of  Local  Government 

During  the  past  year  the  Institute  has  continued  to  act  as  secre¬ 
tariat  for  the  Ontario  Municipal  Association  and  the  Municipal 
Clerks'  and  Finance  Officers’  Association  of  Ontario.  In  his  capacity 
as  secretary-treasurer  of  the  former  body,  the  Director  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Provincial-Municipal  Relations  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Premier  to  make  a  continuing  study  of  the  problems  of  the  rela¬ 
tionships  between  the  two  levels  of  government  in  Ontario. 
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The  study  of  single-enterprise  communities  which  is  being  carried 
on  for  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  is  being  com¬ 
pleted.  This  has  involved  in-the-field  investigations  in  fifty  different 
communities  from  British  Columbia  to  Newfoundland.

The  School  of  Nursing 

The  academic  session  1952-3  saw  the  School  of  Nursing  with  two 
full-time  staff  members  for  the  first  time  since  1949.  Miss  Moulton 
was  granted  her  Master  of  Arts  in  Nursing  Education  from  Teachers 
College,  Columbia  in  December  1952.  Her  major  study  was  in  Cur¬ 
riculum  Development  and  Teaching  in  Schools  of  Nursing. 

Interest  in  the  School  of  Nursing  Degree  Programme  continues  to 
grow  and  our  applicants  continue  to  be  of  sufficient  number  and 
quality.  The  losses  through  failure  in  courses  and  failure  to  return 
for  the  fifth  year  have  been  greatly  reduced.  We  could  accommodate 
more  graduate  nurses  in  the  Diploma  Programmes.  Our  requirement 
of  senior  matriculation  standing  is  one  explanation  for  our  limited 
number  of  graduate  nurses.  This  is  not  suggesting  that  we  lower  the 
standard  of  admission. 

An  increasing  number  of  our  Degree  students  are  choosing  the 
Teaching  speciality.  We  are  pleased  by  this  because  it  indicates,  we 
feel,  improved  clinical  teaching  in  the  hospital  schools  of  nursing. 
And  these  graduates  will  help  to  ease  somewhat  the  great  need  for 
teachers  in  schools  of  nursing. 

Miss  Moulton  took  part  in  planning  and  teaching  a  course  in 
ABC  Warfare  for  graduate  nurses  in  November  and  December. 

Miss  Moulton  and  I  attended  a  two  dav  Conference  at  the  Kel¬ 
logg  Centre.  Michigan  State  College  in  January.  The  discussion 
centred  around  curriculum  development  in  the  Degree  Programmes 
in  Nursing  Education.  Seven  Canadian  University  Schools  of  Nurs¬ 
ing  were  represented.  Schools  which  had  been  aided  by  the  Kellogg 
Fellowship  programme.  The  practice  of  giving  university  students 
over  to  a  hospital  school  of  nursing  for  the  teaching  of  the  major  in 
nursing  was  felt  to  be  a  regrettable  one.  This  is  the  weakest  part  of 
the  course  at  Queen’s  and  Miss  Moulton  and  I  have  spent  consider-* 
able  time  studving  and  discussing  possible  solutions.  We  hope  soon 
to  be  able  to  present  our  findings  to  the  Nursing  Committee. 
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In  February  I  attended  a  two  week  Conference  on  Maternal. 
Health  sponsored  by  the  Division  of  Public  Health  Nursing,  Ontario' 
Department  of  Health.  Those  attending  were  senior  public  health 
nurses,  supervisors  and  university  teachers.  The  material  given  by 
Miss  Hogan  from  Maternity  Centre,  New  York,  was  excellent.  The 
discussions  of  how  this  material  can  be  used  in  the  public  health, 
field  will  be  very  valuable  in  planning  university  courses. 

In  April  Miss  Moulton  and  I  took  part  in  a  panel  entitled  'Meet 
Your  University  Schools1  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Registered 
Nurses  Association  for  Ontario.  This  is  the  first  time  the  university 
schools  have  been  featured.  We  feel  it  is  a  sign  of  the  growing 
importance  of  these  schools  in  the  total  picture  of  nursing  affairs. 

Miss  Moulton  attended,  as  a  member  of  the  executive,  the 
Conference  of  Canadian  University  Schools  of  Nursing  at  McGill 
this  May. 

Miss  Riddell,  Inspector  of  Hospital  Schools  of  Nursing  for  the 
Ontario  Department  of  Health,  has  requested  that  Queen’s  School 
of  Nursing  offer  some  short  courses  on  nursing  education  through 
the  Department  of  Extension.  Two  such  courses  are  planned  for 
the  coming  year. 

It  has  been  a  busy  and  interesting  year.  Meeting  with  other  Uni¬ 
versity  Schools  has  high-lighted  weaknesses  (I  may  sav  we  were 
aware  of  these),  but  also  made  us  aware  of  some  of  our  strengths, 
a  university  residence,  easy  access  to  top  administration,  our  students 
taking  part  in  regular  university  activities  and  classes.

The  Dean  of  Women 

In  the  autumn  of  1952,  496  women  students  were  registered  of  whom 
9  have  been  in  the  Graduate  School  and  356  undergraduates  in  Arts, 
14  in  Commerce,  45  in  combined  Arts  and  Physical  and  Health  Edu¬ 
cation,  28  in  Medicine.  3  in  Applied  Science,  41  in  Nursing. 

As  usual,  members  of  the  Levana  Society  have  played  an  import¬ 
ant  part  in  many  of  the  campus  activities  and  one  of  their  executive 
officers  has  had  the  high  honour  of  being  elected  to  the  presidency  of 
the  AMS  for  the  1953-4  session.  Scholastically  they  stand  high, 
average  and  low.  The  best  are  frequently  of  scholarship  calibre  and 
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do  well  in  subsequent  schools  of  Graduate  Studies  here  or  elsewhere 
in  Canada,  Europe  or  U  S  A.  Too  many  are  in  the  failure  lists  partly 
through  immaturity;  largely  through  lack  of  application;  but  I  do 
not  think  the  proportion  of  these  exceeds  that  of  Arts  men. 

The  new  Ban  Righ  Dining  Hall,  kitchen  and  servery,  and  the  Ade¬ 
laide  residence  wing  were  opened  at  the  beginning  of  this  session 
and  opening  ceremonies  were  held  on  24  and  25  October,  when 
appreciation  was  expressed  to  Mr  and  Mrs  R.  S.  McLaughlin  whose 
generosity  made  possible  the  completion  of  the  new  wings.  These 
additions  have  justified  the  effort  and  planning  on  the  part  of  many 
people.  As  a  result  of  its  increased  dining  hall  and  common  room 
facilities,  Ban  Righ  Hall  has  this  session  served  all  the  university 
women  more  fully  than  has  been  possible  previously.  It  has  been  a 
centre  of  much  activity  also  for  the  men  and  women  in  their  joint 
interests  in  campus  clubs,  games  and  social  functions. 

Resident  students  in  Ban  Righ  Hall,  Adelaide  Wing  and  the  five 
annexes  numbered  278.  The  Co-operative,  Boucher  House,  accom¬ 
modated  21,  some  55  were  Kingston  residents,  and  about  140  women 
were  out  in  lodgings  or  apartments.  With  the  decision  of  the  Trustees 
to  raze  Muir  House,  we  are  losing  a  22-bed  annex  which  has  been 
operating  winter  and  summer  since  1940  autumn,  in  which  period  it 
has  served  550  students.  What  replacement  of  this  needed  accom¬ 
modation  the  Trustees  will  provide  is  anxiously  awaited. 

The  increasing  difficulty  of  getting  students  into  the  Kingston  Gen¬ 
eral  Hospital  for  all  but  major  illnesses  is  throwing  a  heavy  burden 
on  our  part-time  nurse  and  the  servery  staff.  The  health  service  at 
Ban  Righ  Hall  greatly  relieves  the  Hospital  and  University  Medical 
Officer  yet  no  proportion  of  the  large  student  health  charge  is  allot¬ 
ted  to  Ban  Righ  Hall.  My  appreciation  for  all  that  they  have  done 
for  the  women  students  is  here  recorded  to  the  Medical  Officer,  to 
the  University  Chaplain,  to  each  member  of  my  Ban  Righ  staff,  and 
to  the  members  of  the  Ban  Righ  Board  in  particular  to  the  Trea¬ 
surer,  Miss  M.  Chown,  who  for  these  many  years  has  wisely  conserv¬ 
ed  the  funds  and  been  adviser  and  friend  to  those  responsible  for 
the  operation  of  Ban  Righ  Hall. 

For  the  Summer  School  of  1952,  all  residence  facilities  were  re¬ 
quired.  Owing  to  the  construction  work  on  the  new  kitchen  and  din  ¬ 
ing  hall,  no  meals  could  be  served  in  Ban  Righ  Hall,  but  through, 
the  courtesy  of  the  Students’  Memorial  Union  Council  the  Union 
Cafeteria  and  Wallace  Hall  were  operated  by  the  Ban  Righ  staff 
throughout  the  summer  session. 
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Special  groups  accommodated  in  the  period  under  review  were: 
Convocation  Week-end,  Baker  House,  16-18  May; 

Conference  of  Teachers  of  German,  Baker  House,  27-9  May; 
Canadian  Hospital  Council,  Baker  House,  1-27  June; 

Third  Canadian  Textile  Seminar,  5  annexes,  10-13  September. 
Throughout  this  session  I  have  valued  the  support  of  my  Wardens 
and  the  officers  of  the  House  Council  and  Levana  Society  to  all  of 
whom  my  sincere  thanks  are  due.

There  were  134  students  registered  in  Fine  Arts  classes  only. 

General  Policy 

There  was  unquestionably  a  good  tone  to  this  summer’s  work. 
Nine  courses  are  now  given  with  two  hours  per  day  of  lectures.  This 
involves  a  heavier  concentration  of  work  for  the  student  within  the 
Summer  School  period.  The  practice  of  holding  examinations  during 
the  third  week  of  August  appears  to  encourage  closer  application 
to  work.  There  has  been  an  agreeable  programme  of  social  and  ath¬ 
letic  activities;  but  never,  in  my  opinion,  has  there  been  a  better 
balance  between  the  academic  and  social  activities. 

It  would,  however,  be  inadvisable  to  add  any  more  two-hour  cours¬ 
es.  It  may  be  necessary  to  offer  a  few  more  courses  in  each  summer 
syllabus.  When  the  five-year  cycle  was  begun,  the  number  of  courses 
given  in  any  summer  was  considerably  reduced.  It  appears  that  we 
went  too  far,  and  that  students,  with  their  choice  thus  limited,  have 
some  trouble  in  planning  programmes. 

School  of  English 

Professor  Arnold  Edinborough,  acting  Director,  reports  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

‘The  School  of  English  was  held  from  3  July  to  8  August  1952. 
There  were  66  registrations  in  the  course,  of  whom  54  were  for  the 
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full  six  weeks  and  12  stayed  for  three  weeks  only.  In  addition  to  the 
French  speaking  Canadians  there  was  one  person  from  Japan  and 
one  person  from  Czechoslovakia. 

The  Quebec  Government  through  its  Department  of  Education 
granted  17  people  scholarships  of  $75  each  to  attend. 

The  instructors  were:  Mr  Raymond  Gagne,  Miss  Aline  Le- 
Sage,  Miss  Florence  Brennan,  Mr  Ralph  Say,  Mr  Rae  Stuart. 

The  Scholarship  winners  were:  Marguerite  Poulin,  Jacqueline 
Saufacon,  Gabriel  Gagnon. 

Fine  Arts 

The  Department  of  Music  presented  a  programme  of  modern  com¬ 
posers,  including  a  violin  Sonata  by  Dr  Graham  George.  The  stu¬ 
dents  in  Drama,  under  the  direction  of  Dr  William  Angus,  present¬ 
ed  The  Velvet  Glove  to  capacity  houses.  The  Department  of  Art 
presented  two  shows:  one  of  paintings  by  the  instructors,  Messrs 
FIenri  Masson,  Stanley  Cosgrove,  and  Grant  Macdonald;  and 
one  by  the  students.  The  students  of  ballet,  under  Miss  Bettina 
Byers  and  Miss  Marjory  Haskins,  gave  a  very  finished  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  their  work.  Mr  George  Merten  conducted  a  short  course 
in  Puppetry  with  his  usual  efficiency,  and  presented  a  show  of  stu¬ 
dents’  work  to  a  large  audience. 

Film  Institute 

A  very  successful  short  course  was  held  7-10  August  under  the 
direction  of  Mr  G.  H.  Miller,  assisted  by  Mrs  N.  Yorke. 

Department  of  Education 

Under  Miss  Ella  Sexton  and  her  associates,  a  five-week  course 
in  Physical  Education  for  women  was  held.  These  instructors  and 
students  added  a  great  deal  to  the  life  of  the  Summer  School. 

Recommendation 

In  answer  to  a  questionnaire,  more  than  200  students  asked  that 
courses  in  Education  be  offered  on  the  Queen’s  Campus,  presum¬ 
ably  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Education.  A  letter 
has  been  sent  to  the  Department;  it  is  recommended  here  that  the 
University  look  with  favour  upon  any  proposal  that  might  be  made 
for  establishing  such  courses.

The  Board  of  Graduate  Studies 

At  the  beginning  of  the  1952-3  Session  a  detailed  report  of  the  Grad¬ 
uate  registration  was  made  by  Miss  Jean  Royce,  Secretary  of  the 
Board.  This  shows  that  the  total  number  of  graduate  students  on 
the  register  of  Queen's  University  is  127:  M.A.,  69;  M.Sc.,  29; 
Ph.D.,  29.  This  report  also  shows  that  the  total  value  of  Fellowships 
and  Assistantships  held  by  these  students  is  about  $50,000. 

Graduate  work  at  the  Master’s  level  has  been  in  progress  at 
Queen’s  for  a  long  time.  It  is  now  well  organized  and  operating 
smoothly.  The  standards  are  high.  During  the  past  two  years,  as 
noted  above,  the  registration  for  the  Doctorate  has  risen  to  29:  Bac¬ 
teriology  6,  Biochemistry  1,  Biology  8,  Geological  Sciences  7,  His¬ 
tory  1,  Mathematics  4,  Physics  2.  This  increase  is  due  to  pressure 
from  without  rather  than  to  promotion  from  within.  The  increased 
activity  in  scientific,  industrial  and  agricultural  research  has  created 
a  demand  for  men  and  women  with  advanced  training.  It  is  not  as 
easy  as  formerly  for  Canadian  students  to  enter  the  American  uni¬ 
versities;  there  are  not  many  sources  of  financial  help  to  enable  them 
to  attend  British  universities.  It  appears  that  the  time  has  come  when 
the  universities  of  Canada  must  take  on  more  responsibility  for  ad¬ 
vanced  training. 

A  candidate  for  the  Doctorate  at  Queen’s  must  have  obtained  the 
Master’s  degree.  If  both  the  first  degree  and  the  Master's  have  been 
obtained  at  Queen’s,  a  year  of  formal  study  at  another  university  is 
required.  Fields  of  study  are  prescribed  in  which  the  candidate  must 
show  competence  in  a  comprehensive  examination  which  comes  at 
least  an  academic  year  before  the  final  oral  on  the  thesis.  In  any  de¬ 
partment  these  fields  of  study  will  vary  somewhat  with  the  students, 
but  the  range  of  accomplishment  tends  to  be  equivalent.  In  fields  in 
which  formal  courses  are  not  given,  the  student  proceeds  by  individ¬ 
ual  study  under  the  guidance  of  a  staff  member. 

It  is  becoming  the  practice  for  a  student  to  do  part  of  his  prepara  ¬ 
tion  in  departments  other  than  that  in  which  he  is  taking  his  degree.

THE  PRINCIPAL’S  REPORT 


For  example,  a  Doctoral  candidate  in  Bacteriology  will  do  some  work 
in  one  or  more  of  the  Departments  of  Biochemistry,  Biology,, 
Bacteriology,  Chemistry.  This  pattern  of  preparation  makes  for  a 
training  that  has  breadth  as  well  as  depth.  While  the  minimum  time* 
requirement  for  the  Doctorate  is  two  years  beyond  the  Master’s  level, 
few  will  find  this  sufficient  to  cover  the  required  range  of  study  and 
prepare  an  adequate  thesis.  Under  this  pattern  there  are  now  several 
Departments  in  which  a  candidate  can  register  for  a  Doctorate  and 
very  profitably  spend  three  years  beyond  the  Master’s  degree  in 
broadening  his  knowledge  in  his  own  and  in  related  fields,  and  in 
gaining  recognition  for  originality  in  scholarship  and  research.  View¬ 
ed  from  this  angle  the  picture  is  bright. 

Applications  from  all  over  Canada  and  from  the  United  States, 
Great  Britain,  Africa  and  India  are  now  coming  in  for  the  1953-4 
session.  Some  are  of  high  promise.  That  more  are  applying  than  in 
previous  years  is  due  to  the  R.  Samuel  McLaughlin  Fellowships.  Were 
it  not  for  these  Fellowships  the  prospects  for  attracting  good  students 
from  other  universities  would  indeed  be  dim. 

One  could  make  predictions  in  regard  to  future  demands  for  grad¬ 
uate  work  and  suggestions  for  meeting  them.  This  would  be  a  waste 
of  time.  The  staff  and  administration  are  alert  to  their  responsibilities 
and  opportunities  and  these  will  be  met  in  the  future  as  adequately 
as  they  have  been  in  the  past.  It  is,  perhaps,  not  out  of  place  to  raise 
the  question  of  the  desirability  of  a  graduate  house  which  would 
provide  living  accommodation  for  single  men,  and  for  the  social  acti¬ 
vities  of  the  whole  group.  It  has  become  clear  that  this  would  add 
much  to  the  opportunities  for  broadening  intellectual  and  cultural 
interests. 

An  undertaking  that  has  contributed  to  the  advancement  of  schol¬ 
arly  work  at  Queen’s,  and  at  several  other  Canadian  universities,  is 
the  Summer  Research  Institute  of  the  Canadian  Mathematical  Con¬ 
gress.  This  Institute  has  been  in  session  on  the  Queen’s  campus  for 
a  three  months  period  during  each  of  the  past  three  summers.  The 
same  plan  is  underway  for  the  coming  summer.  It  is  supported  by  the 
National  Research  Council,  the  Research  Corporation  of  New  York, 
and  the  Carnegie  Corporation.  Fellowships  are  awarded  to  staff  mem¬ 
bers  of  Canadian  universities  to  enable  them  to  carry  on  their  indi¬ 
vidual  programmes  of  research  and  study.  Last  year  there  were  in 
attendance  17  Fellows  from  eleven  Canadian  universities.  At  the 
1953  Session  there  will  be  21  Fellows  from  ten  universities.  The  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  arrangement  in  the  field  of  Mathematics  has  influenced 
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the  Queen's  Department  of  Economics  and  Political  Science  to  esta¬ 
blish  a  similar  Institute  in  Economics.  This  is  supported  by  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation. 

The  place  of  a  university  in  the  world  of  scholarship,  and  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  opportunities  it  affords  for  advanced  training,  is  judged 
by  the  records  of  the  scholars  and  research  workers  on  its  staff.  It 
is  in  the  long  summer  vacation  that  staff  members  get  on  with  their 
own  study  and  research  programmes,  and  it  is  a  serious  matter  that 
so  many  members  of  university  faculties  fail  to  use  this  opportunity 
to  advantage.  In  theory  they  are  expected  to,  and  should;  but  in  fact 
they  do  not;  and  nothing  is  gained  by  blaming  them  for  this  and 
letting  it  go  at  that.  The  Summer  Research  Institute  has  been  strik¬ 
ingly  successful  in  providing  the  answer  to  this  problem  in  the  field 
of  mathematics;  there  is  every  reason  to  expect  that  the  Institute  in 
Economics  will  have  the  same  success.  There  are  other  fields  in 
which,  with  suitable  modifications,  similar  Institutes  could  be  set  up. 
Herein  lies  an  exceptional  opportunity  to  make  a  far-reaching  contri¬ 
bution  to  the  advancement  of  scholarship  and  research.

The  Department  of  Extension 

Registration 

The  total  number  of  persons  registered  for  credit  and  non-credit 
courses  through  the  Department  of  Extension  during  the  session  of 
1952-3  was  1,763.  Of  this  number  524  attended  Summer  School 
for  credit  courses  and  non-degree  credit  courses. 

Although  the  total  registration  figure  is  similar  to  that  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  year  when  1,770  were  registered  certain  important  trends  are 
indicated.  The  registration  has  shown  a  continued  increase  for  the 
past  several  years  but  now  it  appears  to  be  levelling  off  and  chang¬ 
ing  its  distribution.  There  was  an  increase  this  year  in  the  non-credit 
evening  classes  which  brought  the  total  to  450  compared  to  404  for 
the  previous  year.  There  was  a  comparable  decline  in  the  number  of 
students  registered  extramurally  for  credit  courses.  In  1951  there 
were  356  students  registered  extramurally  in  the  summer  and  in 
1952  there  were  318.  In  the  winter  session  of  1951-2  there  were  493 
students  registered  extramurally  which  dropped  to  471  students  in 
the  winter  session  of  1952-3. 
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There  is  no  doubt  but  there  will  be  a  drastic  decline  in  the 
number  of  extramural  students  in  the  coming  session  owing  to  the 
recent  changes  in  requirements  for  teachers'  certificates  made  by  the 
Ontario  Department  of  Education. 

No  longer  is  it  necessary  for  a  Public  School  teacher  to  take  uni¬ 
versity  courses  to  obtain  a  Permanent  First  Class  Certificate.  Form¬ 
erly  five  courses  were  required  and  many  of  our  extramural  students 
were  teachers  who  were  working  for  a  certificate.  Frequently  these 
teachers  would  decide  to  continue  for  a  degree  after  successfully 
completing  five  courses.  It  is  expected  that  this  will  have  a  marked 
effect  upon  the  registration  in  this  Department. 

There  have  been  many  requests  from  teachers  in  various  parts  of, 
the  province  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  establishment  of  a 
Bachelor  of  Education  degree  at  Queen’s.  It  has  also  been  requested 
that  courses  in  Geography  be  offered  in  the  winter  session  in  exten¬ 
sion  centres  or  extramurally. 

Extension  Centres 

The  number  of  tutorial  classes  has  been  sharply  reduced  due  to 
poor  attendance  by  the  students.  In  Kingston,  some  tutorial  classes 
were  given  in  English,  Spanish  and  Psychology.  The  only  tutorial 
class  held  at  an  outside  centre  was  Politics  2  which  was  conducted 
at  Victoria  University,  Toronto.  In  place  of  the  tutorial  classes  there 
has  been  a  very  strong  demand  for  regular  extramural  classes  at  ex¬ 
tension  centres.  Two  courses  were  offered  in  this  manner  at  Belle¬ 
ville  during  the  past  session.  Fectures  were  presented  each  Saturday 
during  the  term  by  regular  staff  members.  English  2  was  given  by 
Mr  D.  W.  Cole  and  Psychology  6  was  offered  by  Mr  R.  J.  Gibbins. 
This  is  the  first  time  that  such  arrangements  have  been  made  and 
both  classes  were  very  successful.  Owing  to  a  change  in  the  regula¬ 
tions,  residence  credit  was  granted  for  these  courses.  Although 
suitable  remuneration  is  made  to  the  instructors,  it  is  often  verv 
difficult  to  find  members  of  the  regular  teaching  staff  who  will  under¬ 
take  teaching  assignments  at  outside  centres.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will 
be  possible  to  continue  the  extramural  teaching  by  staff  members 
at  centres  within  this  area. 

During  the  winter,  arrangements  were  completed  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  our  most  distant  centre,  Queen’s  in  Bermuda.  Through  the; 
cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Education  of  Bermuda,  two  courses 
will  be  offered  there  during  the  summer  of  1953:  Psychology  2 
by  Dr  Julian  Blackburn  and  History  5  by  Dr  Geoffrey  Seed. 
The  Bermuda  Department  of  Education  will  provide  transportation 
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costs  and  salaries  for  two  professors.  The  courses  will  run  concur¬ 
rently  with  our  regular  Summer  School  and  should  provide  an  addi¬ 
tional  source  of  supply  for  both  extramural  and  intramural  students. 

Evening  Classes 

In  addition  to  the  regular  extramural  courses  during  the  winter,  a 
number  of  non-credit  evening  classes  were  held  in  Kingston  in  a 
variety  of  subjects.  These  incuded  a  Study  of  the  Adolescent  given  by 
Miss  Isabel  Laird,  Crime  and  Treatment  of  the  Offender  presented 
by  a  series  of  experts  in  penology,  a  Course  in  Investments  by  Pro¬ 
fessor  J.  L.  McDougall  and  a  Course  in  Photography  by  Mr  P.  H. 
Mott. 

In  cooperation  with  the  School  of  Commerce  and  Administra¬ 
tion  a  Course  in  Business  Administration  was  established  in  Belle¬ 
ville  with  a  registration  of  48  members  for  a  series  of  20  evening 
lectures. 

Under  the  able  direction  of  Mrs  V.  R.  Currie  swimming  classes 
for  a  large  number  of  girls  and  young  women  were  conducted  in  the 
Queen’s  pool.  A  smaller  group  of  boys  and  men  received  instruction 
from  Mr  A.  L.  Lenard.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  helpful 
cooperation  of  Professor  F.  L.  Bartlett  The  number  of  registra¬ 
tions  in  the  swimming  classes  is  increasing  each  year  and  it  serves 
as  another  means  by  which  the  University  is  able  to  provide  an  im¬ 
portant  contribution  to  the  community  life  of  the  city. 

Lectures 

Arrangements  were  made  through  this  Department  for  a  number 
of  lectures  by  staff  members  to  officers  of  the  Armed  Services,  ser¬ 
vice  clubs,  schools  and  various  outside  centres.  Worthy  of  mention 
as  being  of  particular  interest  would  be  the  series  of  lectures  given  to 
large  audiences  of  men  at  both  the  Kingston  Penitentiary  and  the* 
Collins  Bay  Penitentiary  by  the  following  members  of  staff:  Profes¬ 
sors  F.  L.  Bartlett,  J.  M.  Blackburn,  A.  W.  Jolliffe  and  H.  W. 
Curran.  Some  programmes  were  presented  at  the  University  by 
visiting  lecturers.  One  of  the  most  outstanding  of  these  was  an  illus¬ 
trated  lecture  by  Mr  D.  Wilkinson  on  The  Eskimos  of  North  Baffin, 
Island.  Most  of  the  advertising  for  the  University  Lecture  Series  and 
the  University  Concerts  was  managed  through  this  Department.  All 
of  the  details  for  the  reservation  and  sale  of  tickets  for  the  Univer¬ 
sity  Concert  Series  were  taken  care  of  by  this  office. 

The  Director  has  attended  many  out-of-town  meetings  and  confer¬ 
ences  in  connection  with  extension  work.  He  has  also  visited  many 
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High  Schools  and  other  educational  institutions  and,  with  one  excep¬ 
tion,  has  addressed  the  student  bodies  of  al!  of  the  Teachers’  Colleges 
of  the  Province.  Contact  of  this  sort  can  be  very  valuable  to  Queen’s 
University.  Miss  Kathleen  Healey  visited  the  Departments  of  Ex¬ 
tension  at  the  Universities  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta 
while  she  was  on  her  holidays  in  the  west.  She  also  attended  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Canadian  Welfare  Council  and  the  Elizabeth  Fry  Society 
in  Ottawa  as  well  as  a  meeting  of  Guidance  teachers  which  was  held 
in  New  York  State.  Her  active  interest  in  the  Elizabeth  Fry  Society 
was  recognized  when  she  was  elected  this  year  to  the  presidency  of 
that  organization. 

A  very  important  function  of  this  Department  is  arranging  for 
conferences  and  meetings  at  the  University.  Some  of  these  arranged 
during  the  past  year  are: — Canadian  Textile  Seminar,  Guidance 
Conference  for  Ontario  High  School  Teachers,  Women’s  Institutes, 
Boy  Scouts’  Association  Provincial  Council  of  Eastern  Ontario,  Con¬ 
ference  on  the  Role  of  the  University  in  Rural  Areas,  Guidance  for 
High  School  Students,  Workshop  on  Social  Studies,  Cornell  Univer¬ 
sity  Students’  Exchange  Week-end,  Canadian  Association  for  Adult 
Education,  Conference  on  Objectives  and  Methods  of  Working  with 
People  in  Rural  Areas,  Conference  on  Aging,  Canadian  Congress  of 
Labour,  Baptist  Women’s  Missionary  Societies,  Canadian  Psycholo¬ 
gical  Association. 

With  the  present  facilities  of  Ban  Righ  Hall,  Adelaide  Hall,  and 
the  Union  it  is  possible  to  accommodate  fairly  large  groups  in  the 
intervals  between  Summer  School  and  the  regular  session.  Due  to 
the  geographical  location  of  Kingston  and  to  a  very  attractive  cam¬ 
pus  it  should  be  possible  to  bring  a  number  of  important  groups 
here  for  meetings.  It  should  be  of  considerable  advantage  to  the 
University  to  have  such  groups  meet  here. 

Film  Services 

Our  film  services  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Kingston  Film 
Council  continue  to  expand.  Each  year  contacts  are  made  with  an 
increasing  number  of  groups  and  thus  we  serve  a  wider  area.  Since 
the  Frontenac  County  Film  Council  has  been  organized  we  do  not 
have  quite  as  many  contacts  with  organizations  in  the  County  but 
we  do  cooperate  with  this  Rural  Film  Council.  Requests  are  received 
for  film  services  from  many  places  in  Ontario,  even  the  mining  areas 
of  Northern  Ontario. 

The  Kingston  Film  Council  has  had  a  successful  year  under  the 
President,  Mr  E.  J.  Hartnett,  Manager  of  McRae  Wholesale.  One 
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of  the  outstanding  events  was  a  Workshop  on  him  services  held 
during  a  three-day  period  in  March,  at  which  time  Mr  L.  Chatwin 
of  the  Distribution  Department  of  the  National  Film  Board,  Dr  H. 
M.  Estall  and  Professor  M.  M.  Ross  conducted  a  panel  discussion 
on  the  National  Film  Board  and  its  organization.  This  Workshop 
was  under  the  general  convenership  of  Dr  W.  D.  FIay. 

A  Film  Festival,  Park  Showings  and  showings  to  Shut-Ins  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Zonta  Club  have  been  continued  throughout  this 
year.  A  number  of  members  of  the  Queen's  Staff  have  participated 
in  presenting  special  films  at  regular  Film  Council  meetings  which 
are  held  at  the  University. 

A  Library  of  films  is  maintained  at  the  University  and  a  full  time 
Librarian  is  on  duty,  whose  services  are  utilized  a  great  deal  during 
the  winter  session  when  films,  filmstrips  and  slides  are  used  at  class¬ 
es  by  the  Professor  in  charge. 

We  assist  members  of  staff  in  purchasing  and  procuring  films  for 
use  in  classes  and  also  assist  with  film  equipment.  Student  organiza¬ 
tions  utilize  the  Film  Library  to  procure  the  type  of  film  they  wish 
as  well  as  to  borrow  projection  equipment. 

The  graduating  class  in  Theology  was  given  a  course  in  Projector 
Operation  and  issued  certificates  which  will  enable  them  to  use  the 
projection  equipment  of  any  Film  Council  in  Ontario. 

Miss  K.  Healey  continues  to  act  as  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the 
Kingston  Film  Council  and  the  Federation  of  Film  Councils  of  East¬ 
ern  Ontario  and  I  was  elected  as  Honorary  President  of  the  Federa¬ 
tion  of  Film  Councils  of  Eastern  Ontario. 

1  wish  to  express  sincere  thanks  for  the  friendly  cooperation  and 
helpfulness  of  all  members  of  this  Department.  I  am  indebted  to 
Miss  Kathleen  Healey,  assistant  director,  for  her  untiring  efforts 
and  devotion  to  the  extension  work  of  Queen’s  University,  for  her 
assistance  and  helpful  advice  from  her  invaluable  experience  in  this 
field.  I  am  grateful  too  for  the  loyal  services  of  Miss  Mary  Andrews, 
senior  member  of  the  office  staff  who  competently  manages  much  of 
the  routine  work  of  the  office.

1  have  the  honour  to  present  the  following  report  on  the  work  of  the 
library  for  the  session  1952-3. 

Library  Instruction 

A  recommendation  by  the  library  staff  to  institute  a  short  course 
of  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  was  adopted  by  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  as  a  university  requirement  for  first  year  arts  students.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  fall  term  six  members  of  the  library  staff  co-operated  in  this: 
project,  meeting  small  groups  for  discussion  periods,  and  assigning 
exercises  to  familiarize  students  with  the  card  catalogue,  periodical 
indexes,  and  standard  bibliographic  and  reference  works.  Each  stu¬ 
dent  prepared  a  bibliography  on  an  approved  topic  of  his  own  choos¬ 
ing.  Response  to  the  course  was  encouraging;  students  recognized 
the  practical  value  of  such  instruction.  As  a  further  aid  to  first  year 
students  in  all  faculties,  a  mimeographed  guide  to  the  use  of  the 
library  was  issued. 

A  dministrative  Reorganization 

By  action  of  the  Board  of  Library  Curators,  a  more  closely-knit 
form  of  administrative  organization  was  effected  by  establishing  four 
Divisions  which  incorporate  seven  former  departments:  Acquisitions 
and  Inter-library  Service  (including  the  former  Order  Department 
and  Biblographic  Service);  Cataloguing;  Loan  and  Reference  (in¬ 
cluding  Reserved  Books,  Circulation,  and  Reference);  Government 
Documents.  To  accord  with  qualifications  and  duties,  five  grades 
were  established  for  library  personnel:  clerical  assistant,  sub-profes¬ 
sional,  senior  professional,  and  division  head.  A  revised  salary  scale 
was  recommended,  keyed  to  this  classification  scheme. 

This  year,  members  of  the  library  staff  have  been  in  charge  of  the 
reading  room  during  evening  hours  in  place  of  student  desk-clerks. 
Reference  service  was  thus  provided,  and  the  stacks  were  opened 
for  the  use  of  faculty  and  graduate  students  until  10.30  p.m. 

Staff  Changes 

There  were  fewer  staff  changes  during  1 952-3  than  in  previous 
years.  Miss  Busterd  resigned  after  serving  for  four  years  and  was 
replaced  in  the  Cataloguing  Division  by  Miss  Shirley  Courtis, 
gold  medalist  from  McGill  library  school.  Miss  Eleanor  Smith 
left  the  Order  Office  in  March  to  take  a  secretarial  position  in  King¬ 
ston  Hall.  After  four  years  of  efficient  service,  Mrs  Johns,  acting- 
head  of  Circulation,  left  in  May  when  her  husband  graduated  in  Me- 
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dicine.  Miss  A.  Gibson  retired  at  the  end  of  the  academic  year  after 
twenty-seven  years  of  faithful  service  as  Medical  Librarian.  She  will 
be  missed  by  students,  library  staff  and  faculty  alike. 

Medical  Library 

At  long  last  the  Medical  Library  has  obtained  adequate  quarters. 
The  basement  and  first  floor  of  Summerhill,  the  former  Principal’s 
Residence,  were  reconditioned  for  library  purposes.  Steel  stacks  and 
shelving,  fluorescent  lighting,  and  new  furniture  were  installed.  In 
addition  to  stack  space,  there  are  two  attractive  reading  rooms,  a 
librarians  office,  and  a  faculty  study.  Removal  of  medical  books  and 
journals  from  the  Douglas  Library  provides  much-needed  room  for 
the  book  stock. 


Gifts  and  Benefactions 

As  a  good-will  gesture,  the  University  of  Ottawa  made  a  contri¬ 
bution  of  capital  importance  to  our  French-Canadian  holdings  by- 
donating  an  almost  complete  file  of  Le  Devoir,  1910-1948.  All  except 
the  most  recent  volumes  were  bound  and  in  excellent  condition;  un¬ 
bound  issues  were  sent,  upon  receipt,  to  a  local  firm  for  binding.  Al¬ 
ready  graduate  students  have  made  good  use  of  this  important  news¬ 
paper  file. 

The  library  of  some  four  thousand  volumes,  and  the  private  papers 
of  the  late  Dr  George  Herbert  Clarke  were  left  to  Queen  s.  The 
collection  includes,  in  addition  to  many  A.L.S.,  almost  all  the  pub¬ 
lished  writings  of  John  Masefield,  many  of  them  autographed  pre¬ 
sentation  volumes,  a  wide  range  of  Shakespeariana,  the  Victorian 
poets,  and  contemporary  verse. 

Dr  Kenneth  Keil  of  Willard,  New  York,  presented  twenty -four 
bound  volumes  of  the  Psychiatric  Quarterly,  1927-52.  Mr  J.  Alex 
Edmison  donated  a  series  of  British  newspapers  issued  in  small 
single  sheets  during  the  General  Strike  of  1926;  twelve  issues  of  the 
New  York  Times,  15-29  April  1865,  covering  the  assassination  and 
obsequies  of  Abraham  Lincoln;  fifteen  volumes  of  the  Dublin  Uni¬ 
versity  Magazine,  1837-62;  and  some  thirty  British  imprints,  chiefly 
pamphlets  and  poems  of  the  eighteenth  century. 

Dr  Lorne  Pierce  continued  his  generous  benefactions  by  adding 
many  early  Canadian  imprints  (books,  journals,  pamphlets),  manu¬ 
scripts  and  historical  documents  to  the  Lorne  Pierce  Collection  at  a 
cost  of  over  five  hundred  dollars.  Among  the  manuscript  items  are 
A.L.S.  of  William  Hamilton  Merritt,  the  Duke  of  Newcastle, 
Hon.  Edward  Blake,  and  a  series  of  documents  relating  to  Hon. 
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William  Morris.  For  the  general  collection,  Dr  Pierce  presented 
a  score  of  volumes  on  the  fine  arts. 

Mr  Donald  McNicol  added  several  items  to  the  McNicol  Collec¬ 
tion  in  addition  to  seven  recent  English  and  American  works  on  elec¬ 
tronics  for  the  Fleming  Flail  library. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr  Fred  C.  Landon  of  Watertown,  New 
York,  the  library  received  thirty-four  manuscript  items  relating  to 
the  early  history  of  the  counties  of  Lansdowne  and  Leeds.  These 
supply  records  of  land  transfers  commercial  dealings,  marriage  con¬ 
tracts,  local  militia  rolls,  the  proceedings  of  town  meetings  and  cases 
brought  before  the  local  Court  of  Requests. 

Other  donors  of  multiple  volumes  include  the  governments  of 
France  and  of  Brazil,  the  Josiah  Macy  Jr.  Foundation,  the  Smith¬ 
sonian  Institution,  Mrs  D.  D.  Calvin,  Mr  H.  F.  Clarke,  the  late  Dr 
J.  A.  S.  Dorrance,  Dr.  FT  L.  Tracy,  Dr  W.  E.  L.  Smith.  To  these, 
and  to  a  large  number  of  other  donors  whose  individual  gifts  amount, 
all  told,  to  several  hundred  volumes,  we  add  to  acknowledgement 
already  made  our  sincere  thanks. 

Miss  Esther  Harrop  of  Vancouver  doubled  her  last  year’s  dona¬ 
tion  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library  Fund  with  the  special  request  that 
it  be  used  to  assist  in  the  publication  of  Douglas  Library  Notes.  Fur¬ 
ther  assistance  of  this  kind  would  enable  us  to  bring  out  four  instead 
of  three  issues  during  the  academic  year.  We  record  our  gratitude 
also  to  Mr  W.  Waldron,  an  annual  contributor  to  the  Friends  of  the 
Library. 

On  an  exchange  basis,  a  large  number  of  items  were  secured  from 
the  Toronto  Public  Library;  the  Sun  Life  Insurance  Library,  Mon¬ 
treal;  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics,  and  the  Department  of 
Labour  libraries,  Ottawa;  and  the  Provincial  Library,  Victoria,  British 
Columbia. 


The  McLaughlin  Research  Fund 

A  portion  of  the  McLaughlin  Trust  Fund  has  been  granted  to  the 
library  for  the  purchase  of  periodical  files,  bibilographic  works  and 
other  library  materials  required  for  postgraduate  research  in  the  fa¬ 
culties  of  Arts  and  Science. 

Notable  Accessions 

The  special  Carnegie  grant  for  the  purchase  and  binding  of  mathe¬ 
matical  periodicals,  noted  in  last  year’s  report,  has  enabled  us  within 
the  past  year  to  procure  the  following:  Commentarii  Mathematici 
Helvetia  (vol.  1-26);  Abhandlungen  aus  den  Mathematischen  (voF 
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1-17);  Paris  Ecole  Nortnale  Superieure,  Annales  Scientifique  (vol 
1-68);  Studia  Mathematica  (vol.  3-11). 

Other  important  accessions  obtained  through  regular  funds  include 
Annual  Review  of  Microbiology  (6  vol.);  The  Oxford  Medicine  (7 
vol.);  Works  and  Correspondence  of  David  Ricardo  (9  vol.);  Otto 
Rommel,  Alt  Wiener  Volkstheater  (7  vol.);  Plotinus,  The  Treatises 
of  the  Enneads  (5  vol.);  Victoria  County  Histories:  Norfolk  and 
Surrey  (7  vol.) 


Reports  of  the  Divisions 
Acquisitions  and  Inter-library  Service 

New  inter-library  loan  forms  were  devised  after  studying  the  com¬ 
parative  merits  of  forms  available  in  the  United  States  and  approved 
by  the  American  Library  Association.  Printed  locally  and  inter¬ 
leaved  with  carbons  to  produce  triplicate  copies,  these  forms  have 
ensured  greater  accuracy  in  supplying  full  details  for  every  loan 
transaction  and  have  also  simplified  the  keeping  of  records.  The 
libraries  of  the  University  of  California,  the  University  of  Chicago,  the 
University  of  Illinois,  and  Brown  University  requested  samples  of  our 
forms  for  possible  adoption  or  adaptation. 

The  preparation  and  dispatching  of  journal  files  for  binding  have 
been  carried  on  continuously  during  the  year,  with  the  result  that  the 
back-log  of  unbound  sets  has  been  considerably  reduced,  though 
much  remains  to  be  done. 

Our  periodical  holdings  have  been  checked  and  revised  for  inclu¬ 
sion  in  Chemical  Abstracts  and  in  a  new  check-list  of  scientific  jour¬ 
nals  in  Canadian  libraries  to  be  issued  by  the  National  Research 
Council. 

Monthly  accession  lists  have  been  mimeographed  and  distributed 
to  all  university  departments;  notices  of  new  publications  and  desir¬ 
able  purchases  from  antiquarian  book  dealers  have  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  department  heads. 

Mrs  H.  A.  Elliott,  head  of  the  division,  has  assisted  in  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  bibliographies  for  graduate  students  and  members  of 
faculty.  Gaps  in  the  book  collection  discovered  in  the  course  of  pre¬ 
paring  such  bibliographies  have  in  many  cases  been  filled. 

Exhibits  on  various  topics  from  Professor  Roy’s  Kingston :  the 
King's  Town  to  the  death  of  Stalin  were  displayed  during  the  year. 
In  March  the  travelling  exhibit  of  books  of  academic  interest  pub¬ 
lished  in  Great  Britain  sponsored  by  the  British  Council,  was  on  dis¬ 
play  in  the  reading  room  for  two  weeks.  Students  and  faculty  took 
great  interest  in  this  impressive  exhibit.  Through  the  generosity  of 
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the  Council,  the  books  were  distributed  gratis  at  the  end  of  the  aca¬ 
demic  year  to  the  participating  libraries.  We  record  our  gratitude  for 
this  generous  arrangement. 

Loan  and  Reference 

The  privilege  of  borrowing  books  on  ‘indefinite  loan’  has  now  been 
confined  to  full-time  members  of  faculty  who  are  notified  at  the  end 
of  each  term  concerning  the  books  charged  out  to  them. 

Although  loans  from  Circulation  show  a  slight  decrease,  this  was 
more  than  offset  by  increased  borrowing  of  reserved  books.  Includ¬ 
ing  loans  from  departmental  libraries  and  extra-mural  loans,  the  to¬ 
tal  circulation  shows  an  increase  of  313  over  the  figure  for  last  year. 

New  shelf  signs  indicating  the  various  classes  of  reference  mater¬ 
ial  were  placed  in  the  reading  room  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term. 
The  reference  shelves  were  checked,  some  obsolete  material  discard¬ 
ed,  and  many  new  editions  of  standard  works  and  newly  published 
works  were  added  to  the  open  shelves.  The  practice  of  counting  every 
‘reference’  and  ‘search’  question  asked  of  the  department  has  been 
discontinued.  Many  of  these  questions  could  be  answered  directly 
or  after  momentary  consultation  of  the  appropriate  source  of  infor¬ 
mation;  other  required  prolonged  search.  No  statistical  tabulation, 
however,  accurately  reflects  the  amount  or  quality  of  the  reference* 
work  done  by  the  department,  not  only  for  students  but  for  members 
of  faculty  and  many  outside  inquirers. 

In  April,  Miss  Melva  Eagleson,  head  of  the  division,  was  granted 
six  weeks’  leave  of  absence  to  visit  Europe. 

Government  Documents 

Reorganization  of  the  documents  collection,  reported  last  year 
and  now  nearing  completion,  has  made  for  more  effective  use  of  gov¬ 
ernment  publications.  Much  credit  is  due  to  Mr  Douglas  Fisher, 
head  of  the  division,  for  the  sound  judgment  and  industry  with  which 
he  has  carried  through  this  project.  Many  cumulative  reports, 
especially  those  of  parliamentary  committees  issued  in  daily  sections, 
have  been  collected  and  bound  in  separate  volumes;  a  large  number 
of  other  volumes  have  been  repaired  or  bound  in  the  library  bindery. 

Mr  Fisher  reports:  ‘A  rough  estimate  of  service  in  the  past  year, 
based  on  loan  slips  shows  that  undergraduates  in  Commerce  and 
Economics  used  or  took  out  about  75  per  cent,  of  the  material  in  cir¬ 
culation;  the  faculty  accounted  for  15  per  cent.,  undergraduates  in 
Politics  about  5  per  cent,  and  the  rest  was  shared  by  R  M  C  students, 
students  in  Biology,  and  the  occasional  graduate  student  in  History.’ 
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Cataloguing 

Although  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  volumes 
catalogued  during  the  year,  accessions  were  increased  by  almost  500, 
owing  largely  to  a  greater  number  of  volumes  received  from  the  bind¬ 
ery.  Miss  Jessie  Dyde,  head  of  the  division,  reports:  The  final  vol¬ 
ume  of  the  Union  List  of  Serials  was  checked  in  September;  we  are; 
eagerly  awaiting  the  printed  supplement.  The  ‘see  also’  references  in, 
the  main  volume  of  the  Subject  Headings  and  in  its  first  supplement, 
have  now  been  checked  and  all  references  added  to  the  catalogue. 
This  project  has  been  carried  on  over  the  last  six  years,  and  its  com¬ 


pletion  is  a 

source  of  satisfaction.’

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The  Committee  on  Scientific  Research 

Scientific  research  is  being  carried  out  in  our  university  laboratories 
by  some  seventy  scientists  and  their  assistants  who  have  been  engaged 
in  over  eighty  different  research  projects  during  the  past  year.  This 
work  has  been  supported  by  grants  from  twenty-six  research  organi¬ 
zations  and  various  companies  outside  the  university,  as  well  as  by 
funds  made  available  to  this  Committee.  The  total  amount  expended 
on  scientific  research  is  close  to  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars,  much, 
the  larger  share  of  which  has  been  devoted  to  medical  research.

The  quality  of  the  research  is  indicated  by  the  number  of  scientific 
papers  published  during  the  past  year,  by  the  continued  financial 
support  of  external  agencies,  and  especially  by  national  recognition 
of  the  work  done  by  many  Queen’s  scientists. 

The  cost  of  modern  scientific  research  requiring  precisely  con¬ 
trolled  conditions  is  in  part  due  to  the  greater  need  and  use  of  in¬ 
struments  of  ever  increasing  complexity.  Such  equipment  as  has  been 
secured  serves  a  two-fold  purpose,  first  the  more  rapid  prosecution 
of  research  which  could  not  otherwise  be  undertaken,  and  secondly, 
the  more  thorough  training  of  both  graduate  students  and  technic¬ 
ians  for  which  there  is  an  unlimited  demand.  Our  laboratories  are 
thus  increasing  in  quality  and  scope,  but  there  is  still  much  room  for 
improvement. 

Present-day  scientific  research  has  been  making  outstanding  pro¬ 
gress  not  only  because  of  better  instrumentation,  but  also  due  to  the< 
closely  integrated  team  work  of  groups  of  scientists.  The  collabora¬ 
tion  of  many  of  our  investigators  on  single  projects  is  following  this 
trend.  In  addition,  as  all  scientific  research  involves  laborious  pro¬ 
cedures,  much  time  and  effort  is  saved  by  the  employment  of  labor¬ 
atory  technicians.  There  is  an  urgent  need  for  more  assistance  of 
this  kind,  particularly  for  laboratories  equipped  with  involved,  elec- 
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tronically-controlled  instruments,  as  in  certain  fields  in  Physics  and 
Biology.  Such  assistance  is  of  the  utmost  importance  in  the  care  and 
satisfactory  maintenance  of  such  equipment  and  will  better  guaran¬ 
tee  the  continuity  of  research. 

Finally,  it  is  well  to  note  at  this  time  recent  warnings  given  by 
prominent  scientists  both  in  this  and  other  countries,  of  the  dangers 
inherent  in  the  ready  financial  support  available  for  what  is  termed 
‘applied’,  in  contrast  to  ‘fundamental’  scientific  research,  the  aim  of 
the  latter  being  the  discovery  of  new  facts  and  principles  regardless 
of  their  utility  at  the  moment.  Though  it  is  true  that  in  carrying  out 
applied  research  much  fundamental  data  may  be  secured,  there  is 
unquestionably  room  for  greater  support  of  work  of  a  purely  scien¬ 
tific  nature.

Studies  during  the  past  year  include:  (a)  The  effects  of  antibiotics 
on  phagocytosis  and  cytology  in  certain  organs  of  the  mouse,  rat  and 
rabbit.  A  report  on  findings  is  now  in  press.  (Support  has  been  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Elizabeth  Thompson  Science  Fund  and  the  Banting 
Research  Foundation.)  ( b )  Physiological  properties,  especially  the 
phagocytic  and  absorptive  properties,  of  the  chick  embryo  mem¬ 
branes.  (Supported  by  the  Defence  Research  Board.) 

Dr  J.  Tomasch 

Neuro-histological  investigations,  supported  by  the  National  Re¬ 
search  Council,  and  with  which  Mr  C.  MacMillan  has  been  asso¬ 
ciated,  include:  ( a )  Study  of  the  fibres  of  the  sciatic  nerve  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  composition  of  fibres  of  different  sizes  in  functionally  diff¬ 
erent  branches.  ( b )  Comparative  anatomy  of  the  midbrain,  for  which 
the  collection  of  suitable  material  is  continuing,  (c)  Source  of  fibres 
of  the  corpus  callosum,  involving  the  use  of  various  staining  methods. 
( d )  Determination  of  the  number,  size,  and  distribution  of  fibre 
crossings  in  the  corpus  callosum  of  man  and  white  mouse. 

Department  of  Bacteriology 

Dr  G.  B.  Reed 

Projects  supported  by  the  Defence  Research  Board  and  carried 
out  this  year  include:  (a)  Clostridium  botulinum  Type  E  Toxin  and 
Toxoid.  The  experimental  work  has  been  completed  and  a  paper  for 
publication  is  in  preparation.  ( b )  Metabolism  of  Clostridium  botu¬ 
linum  Type  A.  Good  progress  has  been  made  and  the  work  will  be 
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completed  during  the  summer,  (c)  Study  of  the  glanders  group  of 
bacteria.  Work  is  well  advanced  but  will  be  continued  for  another 
year.  ( d )  Conjugated  antigens.  Certain  non-antigenic  substances 
have  been  made  antigenic  by  combination  with  enzymes  or  proteins. 
The  work  is  nearing  completion.  ( e )  Diagnostic  cultures  of  tubercle 
bacilli.  A  paper  has  been  published  on  the  subject.  (/)  A  synthetic 
chemotherapeutic  substance.  A  compound  has  been  prepared  which 
is  active  in  trace  amount  against  tubercle  bacilli  and  other  species 
of  bacteria  both  in  vitro  and  in  vivo.  A  series  of  papers  are  in  pre¬ 
paration.  (g)  Mosquito  toxins.  Some  progress  has  been  made  in  de¬ 
termining  the  nature  of  mosquito  toxin  and  in  the  development  of  an 
immunization  reaction.  ( h )  Radioactive  tracers  in  biological  reac¬ 
tions.  A  series  of  papers  has  been  published  in  collaboration  with  Dr 
G.  Krotkov  on  the  course  of  certain  biological  reactions  as  deter¬ 
mined  with  radioactive  isotopes. 

Department  of  Biochemistry 
Dr  J.  M.  R.  Beveridge 

( a )  The  work  on  factors  involved  in  the  production  of  dietary 
liver  has  shown  that  various  lipid  fractions  influence  greatly  the 
necrogenic  effect  of  the  basal  diet  utilized.  The  results  also  suggest 
that,  under  certain  conditions,  the  intestinal  flora  may  produce  a 
hepatotoxin.  Efforts  to  substantiate  this  hypothesis  have  failed  up 
to  this  time.  (In  collaboration  with  John  R.  McLean.  Financed  by 
the  National  Research  Council.)  ( b )  The  relationship  of  alcohol  to 
certain  aspects  of  liver  metabolism  and  to  the  development  of  liver 
lesions  is  being  investigated.  (Financed  by  the  Alcoholism  Research 
Foundation.)  (c)  Electrolyte  balance  studies  are  being  carried  out 
on  cardiac  patients.  (Joint  investigation  with  Dr  H.  G.  Kelly.)  ( d ) 
An  attempt  is  being  made  to  discover  some  abnormality  in  the  plas¬ 
ma  of  atherosclerotic  subjects.  (Joint  investigation  with  Dr  W.  Ford 
Connell.  Financed  originally  by  the  National  Research  Council  but 
now  being  supported  by  the  J.  P.  Bickell  Foundation.) 

Dr  R.  O.  Hurst 

Structure  of  Nucleic  Acids.  The  investigations  to  date  have  invol¬ 
ved:  large  scale  preparations  of  desoxyribonucleic  acid  from  calf 
thymus;  study  of  a  method  for  synthesis  of  phospho-enol  pyrimidines 
required  for  enzymic  studies  which  are  concerned  with  elucidation 
of  the  action  of  desoxyribonuclease;  synthesis  of  2-desoxy-D-ribose; 
preparation  of  apurinic  acid  for  subsequent  electrometric  titration 
and  molecular  weight  studies;  isolation  of  the  alkaline  degradation 
products  of  thymus  nucleic  acid;  isolation  of  an  enzyme  from  cab* 
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bage  leaves  which  has  been  found  to  lower  the  viscosity  of  thymus 
nucleic  acid  solutions;  study  of  methods  for  hydrolyzing  purine  and 
pyrimidine  glycosylic  linkages  in  ribonucleic  acid.  (Supported  by 
the  National  Research  Council.) 

Department  of  Biology 

Dean  R.  O.  Earl 

Work  on  the  effects  of  antibiotics  on  root  growth  has  been  con¬ 
tinued.  It  has  been  shown  that  extracts  from  soil  in  barren  areas 
inhibit  the  growth  of  roots.  In  one  such  area,  fruiting  bodies  were 
found  and  identified  as  Scleroderma  flavidum.  Extracts  of  these  pro¬ 
duced  marked  inhibition,  whereas  similar  extracts  of  other  fungi 
found  growing  where  vegetation  was  normal  were  harmless.  It  is 
hoped  to  determine  the  nature  of  the  inhibiting  substance. 

Dr  G.  Krotkov 

(a)  Separation  of  sugars  from  plant  extracts  by  means  of  ion  ex¬ 
change  resins.  Several  ion  exchange  resins  to  be  used  for  this  work 
have  been  tested,  and  conditions  affecting  recovery  of  sugars  from 
plant  extracts  have  been  determined.  The  traction  collector  required 
for  this  work  has  been  received  and  is  being  assembled.  ( b )  Synthe¬ 
sis  and  hydrolysis  of  sucrose  in  leaves.  Radioactive  glucose  and  glu¬ 
cose-1 -phosphate  labelled  with  carbon- 14  have  been  synthesized. 
They  were  introduced  into  tobacco  leaves,  and  synthesis  of  sucrose 
and  starch  from  these  two  sugars  was  observed.  On  the  basis  of  the 
data  obtained  a  scheme  for  the  synthesis  of  sucrose  in  vivo  has  been’ 
formulated.  (Supported  by  the  National  Research  Council.)  (c) 
Degradation  and  metabolism  of  radioactive  asparagine.  Radioactive 
asparagine  labelled  with  C-14  has  been  synthesized.  It  was  intro¬ 
duced  into  various  organisms  and  its  metabolism  was  studied.  A 
technique  for  the  degradation  of  asparagine  has  been  worked  out. 
(Supported  by  the  National  Research  Council.)  ( d )  Biochemistry  and 
physiology  of  Canadian  woods.  A  survey  has  been  made  of  various 
plants  in  search  of  an  organism  which  produces  large  amounts  of 
pentoses.  Two  such  plants  have  been  found.  One  is  a  land  plant 
and  the  other  an  alga.  Conditions  affecting  growth  of  these  plants 
have  been  investigated.  Using  alga  as  experimental  material,  radio¬ 
active  pentose  has  been  synthesized.  (Supported  by  the  Research 
Council  of  Ontario.) 

Dr  A.  S.  West 

(a)  Studies  on  the  applications  of  the  serological  precipitin  test 
as  an  entomological  tool  have  been  stressed  in  entomological  re- 
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search.  Significant  progress  has  been  made  in  applying  this  tech¬ 
nique  to  the  study  of  insect  predator-prey  relationships  and  to  the  rate 
of  digestion  of  blood  in  mosquitoes.  ( b )  Studies  of  immunizatioa 
against  the  effects  of  mosquito  bites  and  of  factors  influencing  thei 
virulence  of  bacterial  pathogens  of  insects  are  being  continued.  A 
study  of  nematode  parasites  of  subarctic  mosquito  larvae  has  been 
completed. 

Dr  H.  W.  Curran 

Several  types  of  investigations  were  conducted  on  Lake  Opinicon 
and  nearby  lakes.  These  were  continued  principally  on  factors  which 
might  indicate  the  productivity  of  a  lake.  They  included  a  qualita¬ 
tive  and  quantitative  study  on  the  plankton  of  several  lakes  as  well  as 
some  aspects  of  lake  soils  in  relation  to  the  productivity  of  a  lake.  A 
comparison  was  made  of  three  different  lakes  in  the  area  as  to  certain 
chemical,  physical  and  biological  factors.  A  study  was  made  of 
the  relations  between  the  components  of  blood  of  bass  and  its  en¬ 
vironment.  (Supported  by  the  Research  Council  of  Ontario.) 

Dr  H.  M.  Good 

During  the  past  year  work  on  decays  of  Sugar  Maple  has  been 
continued  at  the  Queen’s  Biological  Station  supported  by  both  the 
Research  Council  of  Ontario  and  the  National  Research  Council.  Stu¬ 
dies  on  the  role  of  Corticium  vellereum  Ell.  &  Crag,  in  Maple  decays, 
and  on  the  origin  and  nature  of  black-heart  and  mineral  stain  were 
emphasized  in  the  1952-3  programme.

(a)  An  investigation  on  7-(p-methoxy)-7-ketonic  esters  (with 
J.  W.  R.  Weed).  ( b )  (/)  A  study  of  the  preparation  and  reactions  of 
o-carboxylic-a-phenylcinnamonitrile.  (//)  The  preparation  and  re¬ 
actions  of  /3-(p-methoxy  phenyl-a-cyanopropronic  acid  (with  Fourth- 
Year  students). 

Dr  G.  B.  Frost 

Continuation  of  some  physico-chemical  aspects  of  amorphous  crys¬ 
talline  transitions. 

Dr  L.  A.  Munro 

A  study  of  the  electrophoresis  of  resin  emulsions  has  been  contin¬ 
ued. 

Dr  W.  MacF.  Smith 

{a)  Apparatus  for  measuring  cross  sections  for  the  quenching  of 
the  resonance  radiation  of  potassium  has  been  constructed  by  J.  A. 
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Stewart  and  G.  W.  Taylor.  ( b )  The  sodium  photosensitized  re¬ 
actions  of  cisbutene-2  have  been  re-investigated  using  extended 
periods  of  irradiation  and  special  efforts  to  avoid  catalyzed  isomeri¬ 
zation.  The  absence  of  significant  photosensitized  cis-trans  isomeri¬ 
zation  was  confirmed.  (Supported  by  the  National  Research  Coun¬ 
cil.) 

Department  of  Chemical  Engineering 
Dr  A.  C.  Plewes 

A  series  of  studies  concerning  the  latent  heats  of  vaporization  of 
binary  mixtures  has  yielded  data  for  alcohol-water  mixtures.  This 
work  is  of  considerable  interest  to  the  physical  chemist  and  chemi¬ 
cal  engineer,  and  the  results  will  be  used  to  prepare  enthalpy-con¬ 
centration  data  for  design  purposes.  (Supported  by  the  Research 
Council  of  Ontario.)

Mathematical  theory  is  being  applied  to  Chemical  Engineering 
processes  such  as  diffusion.

Development  of  a  technique  for  measuring  the  flow  of  water  in, 
distribution  systems  by  means  of  a  cube-tipped  pitot  tube.  Appara¬ 
tus  for  this  project  has  been  substantially  completed  and  work  will 
continue.

Dr  J.  E.  Hawley 

Spectrographic  Investigations.  ( a )  Spectrographic  methods  of  anal¬ 
ysis  of  the  six  platinum  metals  in  refinery  sponge  form  and  in  min¬ 
erals  and  ores  have  been  further  studied  with  assistance  from  the 
Research  Council  of  Ontario  and  Falconbridge  Nickel  Mines  Limit¬ 
ed.  ( b )  Further  work  has  been  done  on  the  trace  elements  in  the  ash 
of  Cape  Breton  coal  seams  (with  Y.  Rimsaite.)  (c)  Spectrographic 
analysis  of  major  constituents  in  silicate  rocks  (with  G.  MacDon¬ 
ald.)  ( d )  Trace  element  study  of  granitic  masses  in  northwestern 
Quebec  (with  L.  H.  Halferdahl.)

Dr  Malcolm  Brown 

Work  has  been  continued  on  the  effect  of  various  agents  on  the 
haemolytic  factor  in  secondary  anaemias,  and  on  the  insulin  sensi¬ 
tivity  of  patients  with  duodenal  ulcer.  Studies  of  the  effect  of  cold 
on  metabolism  and  circulation  have  been  continued.  (Support  has 
been  received  from  the  National  Research  Council  and  the  Defence 
Research  Board.) 

Dr  D.  N.  White 

The  only  research  project  at  present  being  undertaken  is  a  clinical 
trial  of  two  drugs  viz.  Milontin  and  Sysoline  used  in  the  treatment  of 
Epilepsy.  The  field  work  for  the  studies  of  Cerebral  Atrophy,  the 
effect  of  Cortisone  on  Exophthalmic  Ophthalmoplegia,  and  two  stu¬ 
dies  on  criminals  is  now  complete.  Studies  of  Iceland  Disease  and  of 
Disseminated  Sclerosis  are  complete. 

Dr  D.  L.  Wilson 

(a)  The  effects  of  adrenal  cortical  steroids  on  the  electrolyte  con¬ 
tent  of  rabbit  leucocytes.  Suspensions  of  viable  rabbit  leucocytes  in 
physiological  balanced  salt  solutions  have  been  treated  in  vitro  with 
1 1 -desoxycorticosterone  glycoside  and  17-hydroxy-l  1 -dehydrocortico¬ 
sterone.  Both  compounds  appeared  to  bring  about  a  fall  in  intra¬ 
cellular  potassium  and  a  rise  in  intracellular  sodium  concentration  as 
determined  by  direct  chemical  analysis  of  cell  samples  packed  bv 
centrifugation.  (Supported  by  grants  for  research  from  the  National 
Research  Council  of  Canada  during  1951-3.)  ( b )  Effects  of  varying 
conditions  of  electrolyte  and  water  balance  on  the  volume  and  elec¬ 
trolyte  content  of  mammalian  respiratory  tract  fluid  (with  the  late 
Dr  J.  A.  S.  Dorrance). 

Respiratory  tract  fluid  has  been  obtained  from  rabbits  by  Boyd's 
method  and  its  sodium  and  potassium  content  determined  by  flame 
photometry.  During  the  collection  periods,  hydration  of  the  animals 
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has  been  maintained  by  the  subcutaneous  infusion  of  either  5%  glu¬ 
cose  solution  or  0.85%  sodium  chloride  solution;  both  groups  have 
been  examined  with  and  without  treatment  by  intramuscular  injec¬ 
tions  of  11-desoxycorticosterone  acetate  in  oil.  Preliminary  results 
indicate  no  clear  effect  of  this  steroid  on  the  electrolyte  content  of 
respiratory  fluid  and  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  cells  respon¬ 
sible  for  its  elaboration  are  not  influenced  by  the  secretions  of  the 
adrenal  cortex.  (Supported  by  the  National  Research  Council  of 
Canada.)  (c)  Studies  of  the  mechanism  of  the  carcinogenetic  effects  of 
radioactive  iodine  on  the  thyroid  gland  in  the  rat.  This  study  has 
been  planned  to  repeat  studies  in  which  thyroid  carcinoma  has  de-< 
veloped  in  a  sizeable  percentage  of  rats  treated  with  a  single  dose  of 
iodine-131  and  to  attempt  to  demonstrate  measures  by  which  these 
carcinogenetic  effects  might  be  modified.  (Partially  supported  by  the 
National  Cancer  Institute  of  Canada.) 

Dr  H.  G.  Kelly 

(a)  The  Canadian  Arthritis  and  Rheumatism  Society  has  support¬ 
ed  a  study  of  the  effect  of  Cortisone  on  the  blood  proteins  and  blood 
lipids  in  rheumatoid  arthritis.  This  research  has  been  underway  for 
three  years  and  is  now  complete,  (b)  A  grant  from  the  Ontario  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Cardiology  has  permitted  a  study  of  the  electrolyte  changes 
in  congestive  heart  failure.  This  work  is  being  continued. 

Dr  Eldon  Boyd  has  collaborated  in  the  study  on  blood  lipids.  Dr 
J.  M.  R.  Beveridge  has  collaborated  in  the  study  of  electrolyte 
change  in  congestive  heart  failure.

Professor  T.  V.  Lord 

Extractive  metallurgical  research  is  being  carried  out  for  the  Atomic 
Energy  Control  Board.  This  is  a  twelve-month  project  on  which* 
three  full-time  men  are  employed.

Research  on  the  effect  of  notch  position  on  the  impact  value  of 
steel  plate  has  been  completed.  The  steel  core  wire  of  aluminum 
conductor  cables  is  being  studied  to  determine  the  reason  for  lack  of 
ductility. 

Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology 
Dr  G.  W.  Mylks  Jr 

Studies  of  the  behaviour  of  the  gravid  human  uterus,  begun  in 
1950  under  a  grant  from  the  National  Research  Council,  have  been1 
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continued  in  an  attempt  to  further  the  knowledge  of  uterine  activity 
during  labour.  With  R.  W.  Radcliffe  and  P.  A.  Radcliffe.)  The) 
problem  has  been  divided  into  three  parts:  (/)  The  effects  of  various 
ions  on  the  uterine  muscle  in  vitro,  and  possible  significant  change  in 
ion  concentrations  in  the  blood  of  women  during  labour;  (ii)  Record¬ 
ings  of  uterine  contractions  during  various  stages  of  labour  made  with 
a  tokodynamometer;  (Hi)  A  study  of  what  is  being  recorded  by  the 
transducers  of  the  tokodynamometer  when  used  with  a  model.  At 
present  this  work  is  being  prepared  for  publication.

Dr  Robert  H.  More 

(a)  Experiments.  (/)  to  assess  the  development  of  experimental

With  the  assistance  of  a  grant  from  the  National  Cancer  Institute 
of  Canada,  the  study  of  the  functions  of  the  liver  in  rats  bearing 
Walker  tumor  256  has  been  continued. 

Department  of  Physiology 
Dr  J.  B.  Firstbrook 

A  study  of  thyroid  function,  obesity  and  atherosclerosis  was  started 
in  1952  and  will  continue  in  1953.  The  main  objectives  of  this  in-* 
vestigation  are:  (/)  to  examine  the  relations  between  thyroid  activi¬ 
ty,  obesity,  and  elevation  of  plasma  lipid  levels  in  cholesterol-fed 
rabbits;  and  (//)  to  examine  the  independent  and  covariant  relations 
of  these  factors  to  the  rate  of  development  of  experimental  athero¬ 
sclerosis. 

Since  starting  this  study  in  October,  1952,  the  methods  and  tech¬ 
niques  involved  in  thyroidectomy,  protein-bound  iodine  determina- 
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tion,  and  free  and  total  cholesterol  determination  have  been  investi¬ 
gated  in  the  laboratory,  and  satisfactory  procedures  have  been  evol¬ 
ved.  The  first  cholesterol-feeding  experiment  is  in  progress.  (Sup¬ 
ported  by  the  National  Research  Council.) 

Dr  J.  D.  Hatcher  (with  the  help  of  Dr  George  Sereny) 

Under  a  grant  from  the  National  Research  Council  of  Canada  an 
investigation  of  the  cardiovascular  adjustments  in  anaemia  in  dogs 
is  being  carried  out.  Particular  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  a  study 
of  the  effects  of  whole  blood  infusions  administered  at  the  time  of 
maximum  cardiovascular  adjustment.  Previous  studies  have  shown 
that  the  compensatory  rise  in  cardiac  output  which  occurs  at  the 
time  of  minimum  haemoglobin  levels  requires  several  days  to  reach 
a  maximum  value.  The  present  study  indicates  that  several  hours 
elapse  before  the  cardiac  output  returns  to  normal  when  the  anaemic, 
state  is  corrected  by  a  whole  blood  infusion.  The  timing  of  these 
changes  as  well  as  other  evidence  is  considered  to  indicate  that  the 
rise  in  cardiac  output  is  brought  about  by  an  unidentified  slow-acting 
humoral  mechanism,  which  in  turn  is  initiated  by  the  low  haemo¬ 
globin  levels. 


Department  of  Physics 

Dr  B.  W.  Sargent 

Photonuclear  reactions  induced  by  the  X-rays  from  the  70  Mev. 
electron  synchrotron  are  being  studied  with  photographic  emulsions 
and  with  scintillation,  proportional  and  Geiger  counters.  The  break¬ 
up  of  oxygen  and  carbon  nuclei  in  emulsions  has  been  studied  by 
W.  K.  Dawson.  Disintegrations  of  lithium  and  boron  in  loaded  emul¬ 
sions  are  being  studied  by  T.  J.  Rock.  The  angular  and  energy  distri¬ 
butions  of  photoprotons  knocked  out  of  nuclei  by  the  energetic  X- 
rays  are  now  being  examined  by  W.  K.  Dawson.  A  study  of  the  ang¬ 
ular  and  energy  distributions  of  photoneutrons  has  been  started  by 
W.  R.  Dixon.  The  total  yields  of  photoneutrons  from  various  ele¬ 
ments  are  being  measured  by  R.  S.  Storey.  Yields  of  photonuclear 
reactions  by  the  absolute  counting  of  beta  particles  with  a  propor¬ 
tional  counter  are  being  measured  by  J.  A.  Kuehner.  Some  pro¬ 
gress  has  been  made  by  A.  J.  Goodjohn  on  a  pair  spectrometer  for 
a  study  of  the  X-ray  spectrum.  Investigations  towards  the  use  of  the 
penetrating  X-rays  in  therapeutic  work  has  been  the  main  concern 
of  H.  Janzen.  (Supported  by  grants  from  the  Atomic  Energy  Con¬ 
trol  Board,  the  National  Research  Council,  and  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  of  Canada.) 
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Dr  D.  T.  Roberts 

A  recording  interval  timer  has  been  built  for  use  with  a  Geiger  or 
scintillation  counter.  This  instrument  has  been  used  for  the  automatic 
plotting  of  data  from  which  half-lives  of  radioactive  nuclides  are  cal¬ 
culated.  Radioactive  silver,  produced  by  the  Queen's  synchrotron,  and 
radioactive  indium  have  been  used  with  this  recorder  and  the  cal¬ 
culated  half-lives  have  agreed  closely  with  the  results  published  by 
other  workers.  Radiochemical  techniques  have  been  developed  for 
the  isolation  of  certain  nuclides  for  identification  by  half-lives  mea¬ 
surement.  An  apparatus,  using  a  scintillation  counter  for  measure-' 
ment  of  the  energies  of  gamma  rays  from  nuclides,  has  been  con¬ 
structed.  This  will  help  in  the  positive  identification  of  nuclides  iso¬ 
lated  chemically  and  will  enable  gamma  ray  energies  to  be  measured. 
(With  N.  E.  Booth). 

Department  of  Preventive  Medicine 

Dr  J.  Wyllie 

(a)  Under  a  grant  from  the  National  Cancer  Society  for  the  sum¬ 
mer  months  of  1952,  Mrs  June  Cowen  (Third  Year  Medicine) 
carried  out  statistical  studies  on  cancer  mortality  in  the  Canadian, 
provinces.  The  Comparative  Mortality  Index  was  used  as  a  measure 
of  the  trends  in  mortality  rates  for  cancer  of  various  sites  over  an  18 
year  period  (1931-48).  Two  papers  are  being  prepared  for  publica¬ 
tion.  ( b )  Under  a  Public  Health  Research  Grant,  preliminary  work 
on  urinary  porphyrins  in  lead  poisoning  has  been  done.  A  Uvispek 
spectrophotometer  has  been  purchased  and  calibrated  for  the  accur¬ 
ate  estimation  of  porphyrine  in  samples  of  urine  obtained  from  pa¬ 
tients  and  from  workers  exposed  to  lead  dust  and  fume  in  industry. 
Qualitative  tests  indicate  that  in  most  persons  exposed  to  lead  the 
excretion  of  uroporphyrin  as  well  as  coproporphyrin  is  increased. 

Throughout  the  past  year  this  Committee  has  given  much 
thought  to  ways  of  increasing  the  effective  use  of  funds  made  avail¬ 
able  to  it  by  the  Trustees.  Grants  made  by  the  Committee  assure  con¬ 
tinuity  to  many  projects,  allow  younger  members  of  staff  to  initiate 
new  projects,  and  meet  emergency  expenses  not  otherwise  provided. 

Acknowledgement  is  again  made  of  the  invaluable  service  rendered 
by  Mr  R.  D.  Bradfield  in  the  design  and  construction  of  research 
equipment.

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The  Arts  Research  Committee 

A  substantial  increase  in  its  annual  budget  has  enabled  the  Commit  ¬ 
tee  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  its  assistance  to  research  and  scholarship 
in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  over  the  past  year.  The  broadening  program¬ 
me  of  financial  help  is  reflected  in  important  revisions  of  the  regula¬ 
tions  governing  grants,  specifically  those  made  to  defray  costs  of  se¬ 
cretarial  service,  travel,  and  research  assistants. 

Stenographic  expenses  may  now  be  paid  in  full  where  the  ordi¬ 
nary  secretarial  facilities  of  the  University  are  inadequate  to  meet 
particular  needs  of  approved  projects. 

The  Committee  may  now  reimburse  up  to  the  full  costs  of  neces¬ 
sary  travel*  including  subsistence.  Where  the  amount  involved  goes 
beyond  the  budget  of  the  Committee,  recommendation  may  be  made 
to  the  Principal  for  the  use  of  special  funds  in  support  of  approved 
projects  requiring  extensive  travel.  In  all  three  of  the  cases  favourably 
reported  by  the  Committee  in  1952-3  generous  provision  was  made 
by  the  University. 

An  expanded  programme  of  research  assistance  during  the  aca¬ 
demic  year  has  been  supplemented  by  the  institution  of  a  limited 
number  of  Summer  Research  Assistantships  of  values  up  to  $800. 
The  new  regulations  also  provide  for  the  employment  of  assistants 
other  than  students,  at  such  rates  as  may  be  necessary,  where  parti¬ 
cular  projects  require  special  qualifications. 

In  addition  to  direct  subvention  from  its  own  budget,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  has  provided  information  and  advice  concerning  research, 
foundations.  The  Committee’s  primary  aim  is  to  assist  in  all  possible 
ways  with  projects  having  particular  financial  needs.  The  special 
nature  of  its  functions  brings  it  in  contact  with  only  a  small  part  of 
the  independent  study  and  research  being  pursued  within  the  Faculty 
of  Arts.  The  following  projects  have  come  to  the  Committee’s  at¬ 
tention  during  the  past  year  through  applications  for  the  kind  of 
assistance  it  is  equipped  to  offer:

The  Drama  Department 

As  was  reported  last  year,  our  costume  collection  came  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  Canadian  theatre  folk  at  the  Dominion  Drama  Festival, 
Ten  of  the  thirty-seven  costumes  selected  for  display  and  competition 
from  all  across  the  country  were  from  Queen’s,  one  of  which  was 
awarded  first  prize  as  the  most  beautiful  and  most  dramatically  effec¬ 
tive  regardless  of  cost. 

During  Summer  School,  the  Summer  Theatre  presented  The  Vel¬ 
vet  Glove  by  Rosemary  Casey,  repeated  in  January  by  the  Faculty 
Players  Club,  both  productions  directed  by  Dr  Angus.  Summer 
courses  were  offered  in  Radio  Workshop,  Drama,  Classroom  Drama¬ 
tics,  and  Choral  Speaking.  Enrolment  in  the  latter  three  was  satis¬ 
factory  and  the  contribution  of  Mr  Charles  Rittenhouse  of  Mon¬ 
treal  in  the  latter  two  was  much  appreciated. 

In  the  first  term,  the  Drama  Guild’s  major  production  was  Death 
Takes  a  Holiday  by  Alberto  Cassella  in  an  English  version  by  Walter 
Ferris,  an  impressive  play  and  a  challenge  to  the  talent  and  intelli¬ 
gence  of  the  performers.  Sponsored  again  by  the  Lions  Club  of  Brock- 
ville,  this  production  was  enjoyed  also  there.  In  the  second  term, 
Shaw's  Candida  was  creditably  performed.  In  both  terms,  the  Drama 
Guild  presented  programmes  of  one-act  plays  to  which  the  Drama 
class  contributed  a  production.  The  Guild  entered  Synge’s  Riders  to 
the  Sea  in  the  annual  InterVarsity  Drama  Festival,  held  this  year  at 
Loyola  University. 

The  sixth  annual  Eastern  Ontario  Secondary  School  Drama  Fes¬ 
tival  was  the  largest  so  far.  Out  of  fourteen  entrants,  ten  finally  com¬ 
peted  in  a  festival  that  maintained  the  high  standard  of  previous 
years.  Interest  in  this  competition  has  increased  markedly  and  this 
year  a  new  feature  was  introduced,  a  Directors’  Clinic,  conducted  by 
our  expert  adjudicator,  and  was  warmly  appreciated.  It  is  gratifying 
that,  along  with  keenness  of  competition,  there  continues  to  be  a 
spirit  of  friendly  emulation. 
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Each  year  the  collection  of  costumes  and  properties  increases, 
thanks  to  the  work  of  industrious  students  and  the  generous  gifts  of 
friends.  The  service  of  Margaret  Angus  was  again  extensive,  es¬ 
pecially  in  systematizing  and  cataloguing  the  collection;  and  under 
her  supervision  the  Radio  Workshop  enjoyed  an  active  year.  Co¬ 
operation  with  the  Faculty  Players  Club  continues  to  be  pleasant 
and  fruitful. 

The  Department  was  called  upon  by  the  community  for  services, 
particularly  as  consultant  in  Speech  Arts  to  a  curriculum  committee 
for  the  senior  grades  of  public  school  and  as  adjudicator  of  a  festi¬ 
val  in  the  collegiate  institute.  For  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health, 
Education  this  Department  offered  a  course  in  Public  Speaking  and 
Dramatics.

General 

The  year  1952-3  has  been  very  busy  and  the  facilities  of  the  gym¬ 
nasium  have  been  taxed  to  the  limit.  The  required  physical  educa¬ 
tion  programme  for  the  first  year  students  and  the  instructional  time 
for  students  registered  in  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Educa¬ 
tion  taxes  the  accommodation  to  the  limit  from  9.00  to  5.30.  The' 
intramural  badminton  tournaments  are  played  from  12.00  to  1.30 
daily  and  the  intramural  and  intercollegiate  programmes  use  the  faci¬ 
lities  from  5.30  to  10.00  p.m.  A  gymnasium  at  Kingston  Collegiate 
and  Vocational  School  was  used  for  special  activities  during  Janu¬ 
ary  and  February  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  extend  this  practice 
next  year. 

Overnight  dormitory  accommodation  was  provided  for  eight  dif¬ 
ferent  groups  of  secondary  school  students  from  various  parts  of 
Ontario  who  were  visiting  the  University  or  passing  through  King¬ 
ston.  This  was  in  addition  to  accommodation  for  200  secondary 
school  students  who  participated  in  the  Eighth  Annual  Basketball 
Tournament  held  during  the  Easter  vacation.  Teams  representing 
twenty-three  different  schools  participated  in  this  Tournament  which 
was  under  the  capable  direction  of  Mr  Aldon  Lenard. 

The  gymnasium  was  a  busy  and  happy  place  and  fulfilled  an  im¬ 
portant  function  during  the  past  year.  It  should  be  noted  that  a  suit¬ 
able  memorial  plaque  to  the  late  Alfie  Pierce  was  placed  in  the 
main  hall  by  the  students  of  Arts  '53.

Programme  for  Men 

Regular  classes  in  Physical  Education  and  special  instruction  for 
non-swimmers  were  held  for  Freshmen  students  as  required  by  the 
regulations.

Programme  for  Women 

The  athletic  programme  for  women  includes  participation  in  intra¬ 
mural  athletics,  intercollegiate  competition  and  required  physical 
education  and  swimming. 

Intercollegiate  tournaments  were  held  in  basketball  archery,  ten¬ 
nis,  volleyball  and  badminton,  one  at  each  of  the  five  competing 
Universities.  Queen's  was  capably  represented  in  these  tournaments 
and  won  the  intercollegiate  championship  in  women's  volleyball 
which  was  held  during  the  year  at  McMaster  University. 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  Miss  Elaine  Fildes 
available  during  January  and  February.  She  was  of  great  assistance 
in  coaching  the  intercollegiate  teams  and  in  directing  the  intramural 
programme.  Miss  Marion  Ross  and  Miss  Dorothy  Leggett  have 
continued  to  do  excellent  work  in  this  Department. 

School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education 

The  school  of  Physical  and  Health  Education  graduated  a  class 
of  12  members  in  May  1952  and  enrolled  34  students  in  the  first 
year  the  following  Steptember.

The  Athletic  Board  of  Control 

This  session  Queen's  University  teams  participated  in  senior  inter¬ 
collegiate  competition  in  the  following  sports:  Football,  Basketball, 
Boxing,  Wrestling,  Track,  Skiing,  Golf  and  Badminton. 

In  intermediate  competition  teams  were  entered  in  Football,  Bas¬ 
ketball,  Hockey,  Track,  Tennis,  Swimming.  The  girls  of  Levana 
played  in  the  ladies  intercollegiate  series  in  Archery,  Tennis,  Bad¬ 
minton,  Basketball,  Volleyball  and  Swimming. 
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Year  teams  from  all  faculties  competed  in  nineteen  different 
sports  in  the  intramural  series  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Pro¬ 
fessor  John  Edwards  and  the  Intramural  Council. 

In  senior  football  our  team  won  two  games — against  McGill  at 
Montreal  and  against  McMaster  at  Kingston. 

The  intermediate  football  squad  again  captured  the  Ottawa — St 
Lawrence  title,  winning  eight  games  without  a  loss  and  compiling 
227  points  against  29. 

Placing  third  in  an  intercollegiate  league  of  six  teams  our  basket¬ 
ball  squad  improved  their  position  considerably  over  last  year’s 
showing. 

Our  Ottawa-St  Lawrence  intermediate  basketball  team  won  six 
games  and  lost  three  to  place  second  in  the  final  standing.  The  junior 
team  captured  their  group  championship  in  the  E  O  B  A. 

The  hockey  team  in  the  Ottawa-St  Lawrence  league  won  three 
games,  lost  one  game,  tied  one  game  and  one  game  was  not  played 
owing  to  ice  conditions. 

The  intercollegiate  boxing  title  was  won  by  the  University  of  Tor¬ 
onto  with  Queen’s  second,  seven  points  behind.  O  A  C  were  six 
points  behind  Queen’s  and  McGill  ten  points  behind. 

Our  wrestlers  were  not  able  to  win  a  single  bout  although  giv¬ 
ing  a  very  creditable  exhibition. 

The  intermediate  tennis  title  again  went  to  Queen’s  whilst  in  bad¬ 
minton  our  team  was  defeated  by  McGill.  Al  Poutanen  our  champ¬ 
ion  skier  again  won  the  Skiemeister  cup  symbolic  of  the  individual 
championship  of  Intercollegiate  Skiing.  The  team  placed  second  in 
the  Ski  meet. 

In  a  field  of  seven  teams  Queen’s  placed  fourth  in  the  intercolle¬ 
giate  Golf  Tournament. 

Queen's  track  team  had  five  point  winners  in  the  senior  track 
meet  at  Western.  In  the  intermediate  meet  held  at  R  M  C  our 
team  produced  eleven  point  winners  and  finished  second  in  the 
final  standing. 

The  swimming  team  placed  second  in  the  intermediate  intercolle¬ 
giate  swimming  meet. 

Levana  took  the  ladies’  intercollegiate  volleyball  championship 
and  the  girls’  teams  all  made  creditable  showings  in  their  groups 
in  Archery,  Basketball,  Swimming,  Tennis,  and  Badminton. 

Our  gymnasium,  swimming  pool,  rink,  tennis  courts,  running  track 
and  playing  fields  continued  to  provide  facilities  for  a  full  athletic 
programme  for  our  students.

The  University  Medical  Officer 

The  duties  of  the  Medical  Services  have  been  shared  this  year  by 
Dr  D.  L.  Wilson,  FRCP,  Dr.  M.  H.  West,  MRCP  and 
myself.  Dr  Wilson  was  in  charge  of  all  medical  patients  admitted  to 
hospital,  while  the  work  at  the  medical  office  and  house  visits  was 
divided  between  Dr  West  and  myself.  It  was  indeed  fortunate  that 
we  had  such  fine  co-operation  from  so  highly  qualified  physicians. 

Approximately  1,248  visits  were  made  by  the  students  to  the/ 
medical  office  during  the  session.  There  was  a  total  of  95  confine¬ 
ments  made  to  the  Kingston  General  Hospital,  25  of  which  involved 
surgery. 

During  January  1953  the  Ontario  Department  of  Health  conduct¬ 
ed  a  chest  survey  on  first  and  final  year  students.  A  total  of  1,226' 
students  were  x-rayed.  One  suspicious  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculo¬ 
sis  was  discovered  in  this  group. 

In  all,  the  present  scheme  seemed  to  work  out  very  satisfactorily. 
Few  complaints  were  recorded  by  the  students  in  regard  to  the  ex¬ 
isting  insurance  set  up.  I  am  happy  to  record  that  there  were  no  fatal¬ 
ities  during  the  year  among  the  student  population.

The  Queen’s  University  Naval  Training  Division 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  Queen’s 
University  Naval  Training  Division  for  the  winter  training  period 
1  October  1952  to  15  March  1953. 

The  University  Naval  Training  Divisions,  which  were  establish¬ 
ed  principally  for  the  purpose  of  training  university  men  for  com¬ 
missions  in  all  branches  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  (Reserve), 
have  in  the  past  included  a  limited  number  of  subsidized  Regular 
Force  Officers  attending  university.  This  year,  in  order  to  meet  the 
officer  requirement  of  the  expanding  armed  forces,  the  Government 
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inaugurated  the  Regular  Officer  Training  Plan  (RO  TP  ).  It  is  ex-* 
pected  that  the  effect  of  the  plan  will  be  to  bring  to  the  universities 
a  few  additional  students  at  the  Senior  Matriculation  level  who  have 
fixed  on  a  career  in  one  of  the  Services.  Students  accepted  under  the 
plan  will  be  subsidized  through  two  or  four  years  at  University,  de¬ 
pending  on  the  branch  of  the  Service  chosen  before  going  on  Active 
Service.  R  O  T  P  Candidates  receive  the  same  winter  training  as 
the  U  N  T  D  Cadets. 

Four  inspections  were  held  during  the  session.  Principal  W.  A. 
Mackintosh  made  his  annual  inspection  in  February  when  he  pre¬ 
sented  certificates  of  promotion  to  the  first  year  cadets.  The  large 
number  of  guests  present  at  the  Inspection  and  March  Past  were 
shown  the  Naval  Air  film,  Wings  of  the  Navy.  Commander  A.  G.  C. 
Whalley  RCN(R),  Commanding  Officer,  HMCS  Cataraqui, 
reviewed  the  cadets  on  the  final  drill  night  and  presented  prizes  to 
the  best  First,  Second,  and  Third  Year  Cadets  who  were  A.  O. 
Hendrie,  D.  I.  Gallagher,  and  R.  W.  Cleary,  respectively.  In¬ 
structor  Commander  W.  H.  Fowler,  R  C  N,  Assistant  Director  of 
Naval  Training,  made  his  annual  visit  in  the  winter  term.  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Commander  J.  B.  Bugden,  CD,  R  C  N,  who  is  responsible  for 
all  Reserve  Training  on  the  East  Coast  also  visited  the  Division  dur¬ 
ing  the  winter  term. 

All  U  N  T  D  parades  are  held  at  HMCS  Cataraqui  where  the 
cadets  have  their  own  Gunroom.  This  year  the  Gunroom  was  very 
successfully  operated  by  the  Cadets  under  their  mess  committee, 
headed  by  Cadet  J.  T.  Lindsay.  The  three  cadet  Services  on  the 
campus  were  hosts  for  the  Tri-Service  Rifle  Shoot  held  in  January. 
Eighteen  teams  representing  eight  universities  competed.  The  Tri- 
Service  Ball  was  held  on  board  HMCS  Cataraqui.  Approximately 
100  UNTD,  COTC  and  R  U  S  Cadets  and  their  guests  attended. 
The  UNTD  Cadets  attended  a  church  parade  with  the  Ship’s  Com¬ 
pany  in  the  fall  to  mark  Trafalgar  Day. 

Training 

The  complete  training  programme  for  Cadets  in  the  Reserve  con¬ 
sists  of  three  winter  periods  and  a  minimum  of  two  summer  train¬ 
ing  periods  of  fourteen  weeks  each  at  Halifax,  Esquimalt,  Naval  Air 
Station  Dartmouth,  or  with  the  R  C  A  F  in  the  case  of  Air  Cadets. 
During  the  winter  training  period  the  Cadets  attend  twenty  drills, 
ten  per  term  for  a  total  of  sixty  hours.  The  First  Year  Division  is 
given  instruction  in  basic  seamanship,  communications  and  parade 
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training,  Naval  indoctrination  and  pilotage.  The  Second  Year  Cadets 
continue  with  seamanship,  communications  and  parade  training  and 
are  given  some  basic  instruction  in  their  respective  branches,  Execu¬ 
tive,  Engineering,  Electrical,  Supply  and  Medical.  The  Third  Year 
programme  is  of  a  broader  nature  and  is  designed  to  acquaint  the 
Cadets  with  some  of  the  tasks  of  junior  officers.  They  are  given  a 
series  of  lectures  on  the  duties  of  the  Officer-of-the-Watch  and  of 
the  Divisional  Officer,  the  Naval  War  Manual,  the  other  Services, 
and  the  various  branches  of  the  Navy.  In  addition,  there  are  a  num¬ 
ber  of  special  lectures  arranged  by  the  Commanding  Officer.  This 
year  this  series  included  talks  on  Korea,  International  Politics,  and 
problems  of  Merchant  Shipping  in  war  time,  Radar  and  amphibious 
warfare.  These  lectures  were  given  by  members  of  the  University 
Staff,  visiting  Naval  Officers,  R  C  N  Officers  attached  to  Catara- 
qui,  and  R  M  C,  and  by  Reserve  Officers  attached  to  the  U  N  T  D. 

Recruiting,  Promotions  and  Strength 

Each  year,  candidates  who  have  been  accepted  as  probationary 
cadets  by  the  Preliminary  Selection  Board  held  in  October  appear 
before  a  Final  Selection  Board  in  January.  This  Board  consists  ot 
R  C  N  Officers  and  members  of  the  University  Staff.  This  year,  the 
Final  Board  accepted  21  cadets  for  the  Reserve  and  three  for  RCN. 
Also  nine  cadets  who  have  completed  the  required  training  have  been 
recommended  for  promotion  to  the  Acting  rank  of  Sub-Lieutenant.

Training 

This  winter  training  syllabus  was  more  than  double  that  of  previous 
years  making  necessary  a  very  full  term  of  work.  The  schedule  was 
designed  to  allow  universities  with  a  longer  academic  term  to  carry 
on  training  for  the  full  period.  All  major  subjects  were  covered  by 
this  unit.  In  addition,  small  arms  training  was  accentuated.  This 
training  was  climaxed  at  the  Tri-Service  Shoot,  where  the  Queen's 
University  Unit  was  host  to  teams  representing  nine  Ontario  and 
Quebec  institutions.  A  team  from  the  Royal  Military  College  achiev¬ 
ed  highest  honors.  At  an  informal  dinner  in  the  evening  Dr  Mackin¬ 
tosh  presented  the  trophy  to  the  team  Captain  and  individual  prizes 
to  the  team  members  and  the  high  individual  scorer. 

Strength 

Fourteen  first  year  cadets  were  selected  this  year.  These  with  30 
second  year  cadets  and  20  third  year  Pilot  Officers  brought  the  ac¬ 
tive  primary  reserve  strength  up  to  64.  Seventeen  graduates  of  the 
URTP  are  still  on  strength  of  the  unit  most  of  which  will  graduate 
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from  University  this  spring.  Twelve  Regular  Force  officers  are  being 
subsidized  in  their  final  university  year  while  six  others  are  being 
aided  under  the  Regular  Officers  Training  Plan.  In  addition  to  the 
normal  staff  of  one  Regular  Force  Officer  and  one  airman,  the 
Commanding  Officer  has  engaged  two  students  who  were  graduates 
of  the  U  R  T  P  to  aid  him  in  the  increased  training  and  administra¬ 
tion  work.  Total  strength  is  therefore  102  personnel.

The  other  five,  either  were  deficient  in  the  amount  of  time  afloat 
or  because  of  previous  schooling  were  unable  to  complete  the  amount 

of  work  necessary.  These  will  return  for  further  instruction  next  ses¬ 
sion.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  the  men  referred  to  had 
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never  attended  school  but  had  gained  a  slight  ability  to  read  and 
write.  By  dint  of  extremely  hard  work  this  man  has  made  real  pro¬ 
gress  and  eventually  should  be  able  to  gain  a  mate’s  standing. 

The  results  of  the  examinations  are  very  encouraging  and  the 
reputation  of  the  school  has  attracted  men  from  as  far  away  as  Nova 
Scotia.  Only  two  of  the  men  were  from  Kingston  but  most  were  from 
Ontario.  It  is  difficult  to  speak  too  highly  of  the  work  of  Captain 
George  Downey  who  has  done  the  teaching  for  the  past  five  years. 
It  might  be  noted  that  he  has  recently  been  elected  president  of  the 
Association  of  Pilots.  I  have,  as  usual,  given  lectures  on  magnetism 
as  it  concerns  the  mariner’s  compass,  and  on  meteorological  matters 
of  interest  to  seamen.

Alma  Mater  Society 

A  decision  of  the  AMS  Court  precipitated  student  government  into 
the  centre  of  a  storm  of  criticism,  but  when  all  the  sound  and  fury 
had  died  down  little  effect  was  apparent.  The  court  case  arose  out 
of  damages  of  $514.87  claimed  by  the  Canadian  Natiorfal  Railways 
in  connection  with  the  football  special  to  Toronto  last  fall.  The 
CNR  had  wanted  to  prosecute  the  students  through  the  civil  courts, 
but  Principal  Mackintosh  induced  them  to  turn  the  matter  over  to 
the  AMS  Court. 

The  AMS  Court  had  the  names  of  some  students  who  were  al¬ 
leged  to  be  responsible  for  the  damage  in  part  at  least.  On  investi¬ 
gation,  these  names  proved  to  be  fictitious  and  subsequent  search 
failed  to  produce  the  guilty  parties.  With  no  case  against  any  specific 
persons,  the  court  acknowledged  the  damages  as  a  debt  of  honour 
and  levied  a  general  assessment  against  the  entire  student  body.  The 
assessment  was  nominal,  merely  enough  to  cover  the  amount  claimed, 
but  since  only  one-third  of  the  students  had  been  on  the  train,  the 
howls  from  the  righteously  indignant  absentees  were  heart-rending. 
The  Court  decision  was  a  live  campus  issue  for  a  few  weeks,  and  for 
that  period  constituted  a  threat  to  the  peace  of  mind  of  student  gov¬ 
ernment,  but  finally  the  furor  subsided  as  the  last  hard  cores  of  re¬ 
sistance  gave  up  the  fight  and  paid  the  levy. 

While  in  general  agreement  that  the  Court  decision  was  of  ques¬ 
tionable  justice  the  students’  capitulation  seemed  to  be  based  on  a 
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commendable  desire  to  support  their  own  government,  on  principle. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  civil  court  would  have  had  the  same  difficulty 
in  finding  the  guilty  parties  and  likely  would  have  had  to  assess  tha 
damages  against  the  Alma  Mater  Society. 

Coupled  with  the  Court  verdict  were  a  number  of  suggestions  that 
would  prevent  a  recurrence  of  this  year’s  unfortunate  incident.  The 
Alma  Mater  Society  is  determined  to  stamp  out  student  behaviour  of' 
a  reprehensible  nature,  and  will  incorporate  these  suggestions  and 
others  in  a  definite  policy  governing  future  operations  of  special  foot¬ 
ball  trains.  At  least  it  will  be  possible  to  pin  the  responsibility  on 
those  who  use  the  train,  and  it  should  be  feasible  to  eliminate  all 
undesirable  features  entirely. 

After  much  discussion  and  indecision  the  Alma  Mater  Society  fin¬ 
ally  became  full-fledged  members  of  the  National  Federation  of  Ca¬ 
nadian  University  Students  again.  The  matter  of  membership  is  a 
question  that  never  seems  to  be  settled  permanently  but  comes  up 
year  after  year;  Queen’s  now  has  a  committee  that  is  willing  to  work 
on  the  organization  and  there  are  hopes  that  something  productive 
may  result  from  their  efforts.  During  the  past  year  Queen’s  were 
hosts  to  a  regional  conference  of  N  F  C  U  S  and  late  in  the  academic 
term  were  hosts  to  a  group  of  Mexican  students  touring  Canada 
under  the  auspices  of  N  F  C  U  S. 

One  of  the  major  problems  in  connection  with  the  finances  of  the 
AMS  has  long  been  the  Tricolor.  This  year  the  editorial  board 
came  up  with  a  suggestion  that  promised  relief,  namely,  to  print  the 
book  by  lithography  rather  than  letter-press.  Among  the  advantages 
were  the  promise  of  earlier  delivery,  cheaper  publication  costs  and 
consequently  lower  price  to  the  students,  and  expert  assistance  from 
the  publisher,  Canada  Yearbooks.  On  the  debit  side  was  the  doubt 
that  the  work  would  be  satisfactory.  If  the  experiment  proves  a  suc¬ 
cess  then  the  AMS  should  be  able  to  budget  its  future  activities 
with  a  great  deal  more  accuracy. 

If  the  Tricolor  problem  has  been  solved  the  Band  still  presents  a 
major  financial  headache.  Income  from  concessions,  long  a  Band 
prerogative,  has  fallen  off  owing  to  fewer  campus  social  functions 
and  decreased  attendance  at  what  events  there  are.  The  result  is  that 
the  AMS  has  had  to  subsidize  the  band  heavily.  Next  year  the  ex¬ 
penses  may  be  still  higher  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  pay  a  citizen  of 
Kingston  to  serve  as  band  instructor.  During  the  past  few  years  this 
chore  has  been  capably  performed  by  students,  but  it  appears  that 
there  may  be  none  sufficiently  experienced  to  carry  on.  Under  pre- 
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sent  circumstances  the  band  subsidizes  itself  as  members  are  allowed 
expenses  of  only  $  1  a  day  for  room  and  board  while  attending  away* 
from  home  football  games.  Certainly  there  can  be  no  charges  of  pro¬ 
fessionalism  levelled  against  the  Band. 

Students  of  Queen’s  proved  receptive  to  appeals  for  aid.  The  sum 
of  $400  and  ten  barrels  of  used  clothes,  boots,  and  shoes  were  col¬ 
lected  for  the  Korean  Orphan  Relief.  The  sum  of  $650  was  raised 
for  the  Financial  campaign  of  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for 
the  Blind.  Eight  hundred  and  forty-four  students,  representing  40 
per  cent  of  the  student  body,  gave  blood  during  the  three-day  visit 
of  the  Red  Cross  Donor  Clinic  in  January. 

To  Rector  L.  W.  Brockington,  the  Alma  Mater  Society  was 
again  indebted  for  the  opportunity  to  show  outstanding  J.  Arthur! 
Rank  movies  to  the  students  free  of  charge.  Six  films  were  made; 
available  during  the  year  and  all  attracted  capacity  audiences.

The  General  Alumni  Association 

Last  fall  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  General  Alumni  Association 
reluctantly  agreed  that  the  membership  fees  be  increased  by  $1,  in 
order  that  the  budget  might  be  balanced,  and  the  recommendation 
was  subsequently  ratified  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 
It  is  a  pleasure  now  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  paid-up  member¬ 
ship  at  the  end  of  March  1953  was  3,585,  an  increase  of  15  per 
cent  over  the  same  period  last  year,  and  constituting  a  new  record 
for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  30 
September  1952,  the  membership  was  3,616.  The  record  member¬ 
ship  for  any  year  was  3,700  recorded  in  1951,  and  it  is  safe  to  pre¬ 
dict  that  a  new  mark  will  be  set  this  year. 

There  are  now  276  life  members.  Of  these,  seventeen  joined  with¬ 
in  the  past  twelve  months.  In  addition  there  are  twenty-three  deceas¬ 
ed.

Alumni  Statistics 

Living  graduates  now  total  14,083.  By  faculties  these  are  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Arts,  7,643;  Science,  3,992;  Medicine,  1,882;  Commerce  889; 
Theology,  97*;  Nursing  Science,  38;  Physical  and  Health  Education, 
24;  Honorary,  176.  Of  these,  658  hold  degrees  in  more  than  one 
faculty.  The  number  of  deceased  graduates  is  3,407. 

Geographically,  the  distribution  is  as  follows:  British  Columbia, 
488;  Alberta,  315;  Saskatchewan,  280;  Manitoba,  187;  Ontario, 
9,389,  Quebec,  1,300;  New  Brunswick,  113;  Nova  Scotia,  122; 
Prince  Edward  Island,  20;  Newfoundland,  25;  Northwest  Territories 
and  Yukon,  25;  United  States,  1,100;  other  countries,  344.  In  addi¬ 
tion  there  are  375  for  whom  there  are  no  addresses.

The  Queen’s  Review 

The  usual  nine  issues  of  the  Review  were  published  during  the 
year.  Circulation  was  maintained  at  5,000,  except  for  the  May  issue 
which  was  sent,  in  addition,  to  all  1952  graduates.  D.  G.  Dewar, 
director  of  publicity  for  the  University,  again  proved  most  helpful 
with  articles  and  pictures. 

Highlights  of  the  news  included  the  opening  of  Adelaide  Hall,  the 
Open  House  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science,  the  Putnam  Prize 
Competition,  progress  of  the  endowment  campaign,  articles  on  the 
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Departments  of  Mathematics  and  Electrical  Engineering  and  bio¬ 
graphical  profiles  of  outstanding  alumni  and  members  of  staff. 

Reunion  Programme 

An  unusually  large  number  of  graduates  returned  to  the  campus 
for  the  annual  Reunion  on  the  week-end  of  24-6  October.  Several 
of  the  year  reunions  were  particularly  well  organized  and  had  better 
than  fifty  per  cent  attendance.  The  Classes  of  ’02,  celebrating  their 
fiftieth  anniversaries,  were  well  represented,  some  of  the  members 
coming  from  as  far  away  as  Vancouver. 

The  University  Reception  on  Friday  evening  provided  a  popular 
meeting  place  for  the  older  graduates.  A  feature  of  the  week-end 
programme  was  the  Reunion  Dinner  in  Wallace  Hall.  Under  the  ca¬ 
pable  chairmanship  of  J.  A.  Edmison,  assistant  to  the  Principal,  a 
short  programme  of  speeches,  songs  and  introductions  was  enjoyed. 
Principal  Mackintosh  made  a  brief  appearance  between  meetings 
and  welcomed  the  graduates  back  to  Queen’s. 

The  proceedings  came  to  a  close  with  the  Queen’s  Sunday  Hour 
in  Grant  Hall  on  Sunday  morning.  The  University  Chaplain,  the 
Reverend  A.  M.  Laverty,  spoke  on  ‘A  Gentleman’s  Agreement  wtih 
Life’. 

Alma  Mater  Society 

With  the  alumni  secretary  continuing  to  serve  as  secretary-treas  ¬ 
urer  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society,  a  strong  link  is  maintained  between 
the  students  and  the  graduates.  The  facilities  of  the  Alumni  Office 
are  made  available  to  the  student  government  and  co-operation  is 
afforded  in  many  projects,  to  the  advantage  of  both  parties. 

Queen's  Employment  Service 

The  demand  for  graduates  with  professional  training  continued  to 
exceed  the  supply  by  a  wide  margin.  During  the  last  two  months  of 
the  academic  year  the  office  had  to  discourage  companies  from  send¬ 
ing  personnel  representatives  to  the  University  because  prospects 
could  not  be  produced.  The  Employment  Service  actually  made  few¬ 
er  placements  than  in  previous  years  because  many  of  the  graduates 
had  already  signed  up  for  employment  on  their  own  initiative. 

This  year  the  average  starting  salary  for  engineers  was  $300  a 
month.  For  graduates  in  pure  science  the  average  was  $275  to  $300 
a  month.  Commerce  graduates,  other  than  those  going  in  for  char¬ 
tered  accountancy,  received  an  average  of  $275  a  month.  Even  Arts 
graduates  with  general  training  were  in  short  supply.  At  the  same 
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time  it  was  noticeable  that  employers  were  not  frantically  outbidding 
one  another  as  some  of  them  had  in  previous  years. 

The  summer  employment  picture  was  equally  healthy.  Generally 
speaking  there  were  far  more  positions  available  than  there  were 
men  and  women  to  fill  them.  Job  offers  continued  to  come  into  the 
office  after  classes  had  stopped  for  the  year. 

Present  high  production  and  employment  are  mainly  due  to  con¬ 
sumer  purchases,  new  construction,  and  capital  investment  in  new 
plants  and  equipment.  These  factors  are  operating  at  the  highest 
levels  in  history  and  appear  likely  to  continue  to  do  so  for  some 
time  to  come.

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  on  the  activities  of  the  Queen’s  Univer¬ 
sity  Alumnae  Association  during  the  past  year.  The  opening  of  Ade¬ 
laide  Hall  and  the  new  Dining  Hall  in  October  was  a  happy  occa¬ 
sion.  The  members  of  the  Alumnae  were  particularly  pleased  that 
the  University  saw  fit  at  that  time  to  honour  four  women  with  the 
Degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  Three  of  the  women  were  graduates  of 
Queen's. 

Miss  Elizabeth  MacCallum  of  Ottawa,  Arts  1919 
Miss  Mary  McCallum  of  Smiths  Falls,  Arts  1916 
Miss  Dora  Stock  of  Toronto,  Arts  1914 
The  fourth  was  Dr  Muriel  Roscoe,  Dean  of  Women  and  Professor 
of  Botany  at  McGill  University. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  fund,  nearly  $900,  raised 
in  memory  of  Miss  Margaret  Mackintosh,  Arts  T3,  by  her  friends 
and  classmates,  for  a  room  in  Adelaide  Hall.  The  Alumnae  Associa¬ 
tion  are  grateful  to  the  Committee  in  charge  of  the  Fund.  They  have 
provided  a  permanent  memorial  to  one  of  the  most  distinguished; 
women  of  Queen’s.  Miss  Mackintosh,  who  died  in  the  summer  of 
1952,  was  an  acknowledged  authority  on  labour  legislation  and  union 
law.  She  worked  in  a  field  into  which  few  women  venture  and  she 
contributed  greatly  to  it.  The  Alumnae  owe  a  further  debt  to  Miss, 
Mackintosh.  She  was  the  Convener  of  the  Women’s  Residence 
Committee  for  Ban  Righ  Hall  in  1922  and  was  responsible  for  much 
of  the  planning  for  the  building. 
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The  Aletta  Marty  Memorial  Scholarship  has  been  awarded  this 
year  to  Miss  Llewellya  Hillis,  Arts  '52,  who  is  working  at  the 
University  of  Michigan  on  the  ‘Physiology  of  Algae'.  Another  able 
woman  graduate,  Miss  Joan  Torgfson,  Arts  ’53,  has  been  awarded 
an  R.  Samuel  McLaughlin  Fellowship  of  $1100  for  use  in  1953-4. 
Miss  Torgeson  is  planning  to  study  at  Queen's.

Endowment  and  Public  Relations 

The  work  of  the  Endowment  and  Public  Relations  Office  divides  it¬ 
self,  as  its  name  implies,  into  two  sections.  One  deals  with  the  rais¬ 
ing  of  funds  from  the  Alumni,  corporations  and  other  donors,  and 
the  other  with  ‘Public  Relations’,  the  work  involved  in  ‘selling’

etc. 

Dealing  with  the  fund  raising  section  first,  during  the  year  1952  a 
review  and  analysis  of  donation  figures  has  been  undertaken  with  a 
view  to  determining  future  policy,  especially  in  relation  to  Alumni 
givings  to  the  Alumni  Maintenance  Fund  and  Endowment.

it  will  be  noticed  that  while  the  1951  donations  were  substantially 
above  those  of  1950,  the  1952  figures  show  a  considerable  drop  over 
both  of  the  preceding  years. 

An  analysis  of  the  situation  shows  that  the  decline  in  the  total 
amount  contributed  is  mainly  due  to  completed  pledges.  In  1951 
completed  pledges  totalled  $22,600  and  the  Alumni  Maintenance 
Fund  was  consequently  deprived  of  this  approximate  amount  in  1952. 
in  the  years  1952  and  1953,  approximately  1,100  pledges  will  have 
been  completed  involving  a  sum  of  approximately  $30,000. 

This  situation,  of  course,  stems  back  to  the  original  arrangements 
made  during  the  1949  campaign.  At  that  time  different  methods  of 
making  contributions  were  adopted  by  the  Alumni.  Some  of  them 
gave  outright  gifts  to  Queen's,  others  pledged  annual  amounts  for 
five  years,  and  still  others  agreed  to  contribute  what  they  could  af¬ 
ford  every  year  for  an  indefinite  period.  Some  of  these  donations  and 
pledges  were  made  to  the  Alumni  Maintenance  Fund  and  others  to 
capital  funds  for  Ban  Righ,  the  Students’  Memorial  Union,  Scholar¬ 
ships,  the  General  Endowment  Fund,  etc. 

The  present  Endowment  situation  is  in  part  a  legacy  from  the  ar-^ 
rangements  made  for  the  1949  campaign  when  it  was  necessary  to

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raise  a  substantial  sum  of  money  in  a  relatively  short  period  of  time. 
The  pledge  system  is  undoubtedly  useful  for  this  type  of  campaign 
but  it  does  not  provide  a  solid  foundation  for  Alumni  contributions 
on  a  long  term  basis.  And  Queen’s,  like  all  other  Canadian  and 
American  Universities,  will  require  the  continuing  support  of  her 
Alumni  for  many  years  if  she  is  to  maintain  her  position  in  the  field 
of  higher  education  and  meet  the  increasing  costs  of  that  education 
today.  The  Endowment  Office  is  therefore  endeavouring  to  build  a 
structure  that  will  encourage  annual  giving  by  the  Alumni  to  the 
University.  This  structure  has  to  be  flexible  so  that  it  can  be  adapted 
and  expanded  for  special  campaigns  as  need  arises. 

Our  experience  in  1952  shows  that  a  system  of  annual  giving  de¬ 
pends  to  a  very  large  extent  on  the  development  of  strong  Alumni 
groups  in  every  section  where  there  are  Queen’s  people.  During  the 
past  year,  those  Alumni  groups  which  are  well  organized  and  have 
maintained  strong  endowment  committees  have  not  only  increased 
their  total  givings  to  Queen’s  but  have  also  raised  the  percentage  of 
contributing  Alumni  in  their  districts. 

While  the  record  of  Alumni  giving  at  Queen's  is  good  in  compar¬ 
ison  with  other  Canadian  universities,  it  is  still  far  short  of  what  it 
might  be.  In  ten  American  universities,  the  percentage  of  Alumni 
giving  in  1951  ranged  between  48.5  per  cent  and  66.2  per  cent. 
Queen’s  percentage  is  now  down  to  19.3  per  cent.  We  are  asking  the 
Queen’s  Alumni  to  try  to  give  one  half  of  one  per  cent  of  what  they 
are  earning  to  their  University.  Of  the  total  living  Alumni  group  at 
Queen’s  of  14,786,  only  2,863  contributed  in  1952,  leaving  11,923 
who  made  no  contribution  in  that  year  at  all.  The  fund  raising  work 
in  the  Endowment  Office  is  therefore  being  geared  to  raising  the  per¬ 
centage  of  Alumni  contributors  so  that  giving  to  Queen’s  will  be  on 
as  broad  a  base  as  possible.  There  will  be  a  large  number  giving  a 
small  amount  rather  than  a  small  number  giving  large  donations. 

The  Friends  of  Queen's  Inc.,  in  the  United  States,  under  the  effi¬ 
cient  presidency  of  Dr  John  Hammett,  continues  to  progress.  In 
1952,  there  were  200  graduates  in  the  United  States  who  donated 
$12,800  to  Queen’s,  in  comparison  with  175  who  in  1951  gave 
$12,300.  (In  1950,  there  were  141  donors  giving  $11,700.)  Dr 
Norman  Garand  continues  his  services  as  Treasurer  of  this  fine 
organization. 

Public  Relations 

This  second  section  of  the  work  has  involved  numerous  visits  to 
Alumni  groups  by  the  office  staff  and  other  Queen’s  staff  personnel, 
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many  speaking  engagements  at  High  School  Commencements,  Home 
and  School  Associations,  Churches  and  Service  Clubs. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  visits  to  Queen’s  of  High 
School  students  from  Ottawa,  Cornwall,  Gananoque  and  Kingston.. 
In  addition,  the  office  cooperated  with  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science 
in  arranging  for  a  two  day  visit  to  the  University  in  1952  of  approx¬ 
imately  100  representatives  from  Engineering  firms,  public  utility 
organizations,  government  departments,  etc. 

The  publicity  activities  of  Queen’s  Public  Relations  Office  are  di¬ 
vided  into  three  main  groups:  radio  broadcasts,  photographs  and 
newspaper  releases. 

Queen  s  Quarter  Hour  programme  over  Kingston  radio  station 
CKWS  completed  its  125th  consecutive  weekly  broadcast  at  the, 
beginning  of  April  1953.  The  programme  has  been  on  the  air  with¬ 
out  a  break  since  October  1950.  It  consists  of  talks,  discussions  and 
panels  by  experts,  as  well  as  music  by  students  and  student  groups. 
About  one-third  of  the  scripts  are  written  by  the  publicity  office.  The 
programme  takes  Queen’s  activities  into  Eastern  Ontario  homes,  es¬ 
pecially  in  the  area  from  Trenton  and  Belleville  to  the  Quebec  bor¬ 
der  and  from  the  Ottawa  Valley  to  Northern  New  York  State. 

During  the  past  year  the  publicity  office  has  taken  over  900  photo¬ 
graphs  of  student,  staff  and  University  activities  and  has  done  its 
own  processing.  These  are  largely  for  newspaper  publicity.  Photo¬ 
graphs  of  student  groups  and  individuals  have  appeared  in  the  news¬ 
papers  of  every  province  from  Victoria,  British  Columbia,  to  St 
John’s,  Newfoundland.  Scores  of  Queen's  pictures  have  appeared  in 
business  and  trade  magazines  of  staff  changes,  prize-winning  students 
and  special  events  such  as  the  Engineering  Open  House,  and  such 
groups  as  the  Advisory  Council  for  Engineering. 

Newspaper  releases  still  continue  to  be  the  main  work  of  the  pub¬ 
licity  office.  During  the  winter  these  consist  mainly  of  the  day  to 
day  activities  and  announcements  emanating  from  the  University. 
Much  of  the  summer  work  consists  of  writing  up  research  activities, 
staff  biographies,  restocking  pictures  of  buildings  and  staff  depleted 
during  the  winter,  and  Summer  School  public  relations  services.  The 
office  also  handles  University  advertising  in  school  magazines,  ini 
teachers’  and  other  professional  magazines  and  this  entails  consider¬ 
able  work  in  the  spring  months. 

Public  relations  work  at  Queen’s  has  other  variations, — such  as 
arranging  the  annual  luncheon  to  the  Queen’s  teachers  in  Ontario 
Secondary  Schools  at  the  O  E  A  Convention  in  Toronto;  the  enter- 
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taining  of  visitors  to  Queen’s  campus;  the  continuing  fine  co-opera¬ 
tion  on  many  fronts  with  the  General  Alumni  Association  and  the  Ex¬ 
tension  Department  of  the  University. 


....  The  Office  of  Endowment  and  Public  Relations  was  very  fortun¬ 
ate  in  1952  to  secure  the  services  of  Mrs  Monica  McQueen  as 
Endowment  Officer.  Mrs  McQueen’s  long  experience  in  welfare 
fund  raising  has  given  this  office  organizational  strength  which  is 
proving  invaluable.  Mr  David  Dewar  continues  his  splendid  work! 
as  Publicity  Officer,  and  his  camera  is  now  almost  part  of  the  campus 
scenery.  The  duties  of  Office  Manager  are  onerous  and  Mrs  Alice 
Parker  bears  them  with  great  patience  and  efficiency.  Miss  Jean 
McBratney,  in  addition  to  extensive  secretarial  duties,  has  assumed 
also  the  never  ending  task  of  trying  to  keep  our  address  list  up-to- 
date.
